ES Majefty having approved the Speaker, and made 

i a moft gracious Speech on the 23d of ‘January latt, 
ie which is inferted in our Regifter, Nu. 78. Pag. 147, the 
oe li Commons 
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Commons withdrew to their Houfe, and his Majefty be- 
ing alfo.retired, the Lords immediately took the Speech 
into theMmConfideration, and the fame being read, a 
Motion was made, That a dutiful Addrefs thould be 
prefented by that Houfe to his Majefty, to return his 
Majefty their unfeigned Thanks for his moft gracious 
Speech from the Throne ; to acknowledge his Majefty’s 
Care for the true Intereft of his People, in preventing 
their being unneceflarily engaged in the prefent War, 
and in concerting Meafures with the States General for 
reftoring the publick Tranquility ;.to declare their Sa- 
tisfaftion in obferving, that the good Offices of his Ma- 





jefty and the States General had been accepted by all Pars, 


ties engaged in War ; and that it was to be afcribed only 


to his Majefty’s uncommon Vigilance for the Welfare of, 


his People, and the Repofe of Chriftendom; that the 
falutary Work he was engaged in, was advanced to fuch 


a Degree, that a Plan might be fhortly offered to the 


Confideration of the Parties concerned, as a Bafis for a 
general Treaty : To affure his Majefty, that they would 
not be amufed by any Hopes whatfoever, fo far as to 
Jeave the Security of his Majefty and his Kingdoms ex- 
pofed to real Dangers ; and that their Endeavours fhould 


never be wanting to difappoint the vain ExpeStations of . 


thofe who might imagine Advantages to themfelves from 
fuch Methods : To declare, that they trufied in that 
good Harmony which fubfifted between his Majefty and 
the States General ; and to affure his Majefty, that they 
would fupport him in all fuch Meafures as might be 
neceflary for fecurifig the Bleffings of Peace and Tran- 


quility, or for putting this Nation in a Condition to a& _ 


that Part, which might be incumbent on Great Britain 
to undertake : To acknowledge the Felicity they enjoy’d, 


in his Majefty’s having always efteemed the Intereft of 


Sovereign and Subje&t as mutual and infeparable, and 
having made the due Execution and Obfervance of the 
Laws the Rule of his Government; and to affure his 
Majefty, that they were determined to convince the 
World, by a fleady Gourfe of Loyalty, that they confi- 
@er’d the Maintenance of their Religion and Liberties, as 
being involved in the Support of his Majefly’s Perfon 
and Government, and in. the Prefervation of the Prote- 
flant Succefion in his Royal Houfe; and that it was 
their unalterable Purpofe to tranfmit thefe invaluable 
Bleflings to Poftcrity. 
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This Motion was introduced with Speeches, the Sub- 


- ftance of which we thall give as follows. 


>My Lords, 
A‘S this Nation was no way concerned in the Tranf- 


- £- a€tions which were declared to be the principal 


Caufes and’ Motives of the prefent War in Europe, I 
cannot but admire the Wifdom of his Majefty’s Conduét, 
in preventing this Nation’s being any way engaged in it ; 
tut when the Sword is once drawn, it is impoflible to 
foretel how far it may be carry’d, or when it will put 
p. The Parties engaged may, as yet, be moderate in 
ir Expe&tations, as well as their Demands ; but Suc- 
cefs of eithes Side may elate the Minds of the Vi€tors, 


thd may make them refolve to carry their Conquefis 


ch farther than they at the Beginning really intended, 


ghd farther than is confiftent with the Ballance of Power, 


Othe Liberties of Europe 3 and therefore, tho’ this Na- 
tion was at firft no way concerned with the Motives or 
Caufes of the War, yet it may at-laft come to be very 


_ eply concerned in the Event: For this Reafon it be- 


eime neceffary, as foon as the War broke out, to put this 
Nation not only in a proper Pofture of Defence, but in a 


Condition to a& with Vigour, in Cafe of Need ; and in 


this the Wifdom of his Majefty’s Councils is not lefs 
tonfpicuous, than in the Care he has taken not to engage 
lustoo haftily in the War. 
The moft ambitious Defigns, my Lords, may fome- 
times be conceal’d under the moft'plaufible Preténces ; 
but to penetrate into the moft fecret Springs, and to 
difcover the real Views of the Parties concerned, there 
‘was no Method more certain or more effeStual than that 
Which his Majefty has taken: To make an Offer of his 
good Offices, for compofing the prefent unhappy Diffe- 
fences of Europe ; and, in Purfuance of the Acceptation 
Of his good Offices, to propofe fuch a Plan of Peace as 
tay be confiftent, as much as poffible, with the Honour 
and Intereft of all the Parties engaged in War, is a cer- 
tain and an infallible Way to difcover, whether any of 
them have fecret Views, which are inconfiffent with the 
a Intereft of Europe 3 and if any fuch Views 
thould be difcovered, then will it be proper and necef- 
fary for his Majefty, and the other Princes and States of 
Burope, to join together, and concert fuch Meallires as 
fiz may 
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may defeat thofe ambitious Views, wherever they may 
be found lurking and concealed, 

This was the moft prudent and the moft effeétual 
Meafure which his Majefty could purfue ; and, in the 
Purfuit of this Meafure, he has taken all thofe St 
which the moft confummate Wifdom could dire&t: He 
hhas taken Care that neither of the Parties concerned 
fhould have the Jeaft Reafon to fufpe& his being any 
Way partial in the Affair ; and he has in every Thing 
aéted in concert with the States General of the United 
Provinces, who are our moft natural Allies, and who are 
under the fame Engagements with him. By this Con- 
cert, if there be any Prince or State in Europe, that en- 
‘tertains an ambitious View of Conqueft, they will be 
made to fee, that as foon as their Views are difcovered, 
they muft expe&t to be attacked by the united Force of 
Great Britain and Holland ; and there is ne more effe&tual 
Way of preferving the Peace of Europe, than that of de 
priving the Ambitious of al] Hopes of Succefs, in any 
of the Proje&ts they may form againft the Liberties or 
the Dominions of their Neighbours. 

To make this Meafure ftill more effe&tual, it was ne 
ceffary, not only to. provide for our Defence at Home, 
but to arm ourfelves with Alliances abroad, and to en- 
gage as many of the Princes and States of Europe, not 
already concerned in the War, as we could, in the fame 
falutary Meafures: For this Reafon we cannot but ap 
plaud his Majefly’s Condu&, in having concluded a 
Treaty with the King of Denmark; by which, and by 
the other Treaties which his Majefty may hereafter con 
clude, it is not to be doubted, but that he will be ens 
bled to put a Stop to the viforious Arms of either of 
the Parties engaged in War, in Cafe they fhould attempt 
to carry their Succeffes and Conquefts further than may 
be confiftent with the Ballance of Power in Europe. 

At the fame Time, my Lords, we cannot but admire 
his Majefty’s Prudence and Moderation, in the Ufe he 
thas made of that Power which was fo reafonably granted 
to him by the laft Seffion of laft Parliament, with Re 
fpe&t to the Additions he has been pleafed to make to the 
Naval or Land Forces of this Kingdom: The Additions 
made to either are but very inconfiderable ; the princis 
“pal Expence has been occafioned by making Additions to 
our Naval Force, which Expence is always the leaft 
burthenfome, and the moft ufeful to this Nation ; and 
the fmall Addition that has been made to our Land 

Forces, 
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Forces, has been made in that Way which is moft con- 
’ -yenient to the Subje&t, and leaft expenfive to the Pub- 
' Jick : Yet this moderate Ufe of that Power, this {mall 

additional Expence which the Nation has been put to, 

joined with the prudent Meafures which his Majefty 
7 purfu’d abroad, has already, we fee, produced ex- 
“traordinary Effeéts. It has already produced an Accep- 
tation of his Majefty’s good Offices, for eompofing the 
_ Differences now fubfifling in Europe; and it is not to be 
doubted, but that a Continuance ef the fame vigorous 
\Meafures, will produce a general Agreement to that 

Plan of Peace which his Majefty, in Conjun&tion with 

his Allies, is to propofe to the Parties engaged in the 

iprefent War, 

_. As thefe Meafures, and the good Effeéts of them, have 

proceeded from that Concord and Confidence which have 
“hitherto fubfifted between his Majefty and his Parlia- 

‘ment, fo the good Effeéts which we are yet to expeét 

from them, muft entirely depend upon the Powers at 
_.War being convinced, that the fame Concord and Confi- 

dence do ftill fubfift ; and therefore I fhall take the Li-

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The Argument for this Amendment was to the Effet 
as follows : 


My Lords, 

HE Members of this Houfe, who are in the fame 

Situation with me, muft labour under a very great 
Difadvantage, when they are to give their Sentiments 
of what is propofed upon any fuch Occafion as the preé- 
fent. As we kriow nothing of his Majefty’s Speech 
"till we hear it from the Throne, nor any Thing of the 
Motion intended to be made "till we hear it in this 
Houfe, it cannot be fuppofed that we can fpeak fo exaét- 
ly or methodically to it as otherwife we might. IfI 
‘had the Motion in my Hand, I could exaétly point out 
the fag pe Tam to fpeak to ; but as I have not, I 
hope your Lordfhips will allow me to fpeak from the 
Notes I have taken of it; and if I have miftaken any of 
“the Paragraphs, I hope thofe Lords, who are better ac 
quainted with it than I am, will endeavour to fet me 
right. © thall readily admit, that the Motion made by 
the noble Duke, has been drawn up with 4 great deal 
of Zeal and Prudence; and I believe it has been con- 
certed with as much Care and Caution as was confiftent 
with the Defign. 

The firft Paragraph, my Lords, is, in my Opinion, 
‘a very proper Return from this Houfe to his Majefty’s 
Speech from the Throne; and the laft Paragraph is a 
Declaration of our Zeal and Affeétion for his Majefty 
and his illufirious Family, which I think proper upon _ 
all Occafions, and even neceffary at the Beginning of 4 
new Parliament, efpecially at fuch a Conjunéture as 
the prefent : Thefe two Paragraphs therefore will, I am 
convinced, appear highly reafonable to every Lord in 
this Houfe ; but as for all the intermediate Paragraphs, 
it is my Opinion, that they defcend too much into Par- 
ticulars for this Houfe to agree to, without fome further 
“Information than we have as yet before us. 

I hope, my Lords, our Affairs are in the Condition 
reprefented to us in his Majefty’s Speech ; but as I thall 
always have a great Regard for the Honour and Dignity 
of Parliament, and, as Speeches from the Throne have 
always, in the Language of this Houfe, been fup- 
pofed to be Speeches from the Minifters, therefore I 
cannot think it confiftent with the Dignity of this Houfe 
to take Things fo much upon Truft, as to depend entirely 
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upon what they may be: pleafed, from Time to Time to 
mg It was the ancient and the right Method of Par- 
liament to keep, as much as poflible, to Generals upon 
fuch Oecalions ; to exprefs their Affe&tion for the King, 
and their Zeal for the Service of the Crown, but to 
avoid entering into any Thing that might look like an 
Approbation of the Meafures purfued by the Minifters : 
With Regard. to the Proceedings in this Houfe, the de- 
feending into Particulars does not, tis true, preclude us 
from entering into future Enquiries, or from cenfuring 
what may be found to be wrong upon any fuch Enquiry : 
But without Doors it is otherwife ; for People who are 
not perfectly acquainted with our Methods of proceeding, 
which is the greateft Part of Mankind, look upon the 
Addrefs of this Houfe as the real Senfe of the Houfe, 
with Refpe&t to every particular Meafure mentioned in 
that Addrefs 3 and therefore fuch a general Approbation 
of all the Meafures that have been purfued, and the de- 
caring our Satisfa&tion with fo many Particulars, may 
have very bad Effeéts, and will bring this Houfe into 
Contempt with the generality of Mankind, if we thould 
afterwards cenfure, and perhaps punifh a Minifter for 
thofe very Meafures, which we had before fo fully and 
fo particularly approved. 

Speeches from the Throne have always been look’d 
upon, not only in Parliament, but even without Doors, 
a Speeches drawn up by the Minifters ; and the Defign 
of Addreffes from each Houfe of Parliament, by Way of 
Anfwer or Return to fuch Speeches, has always been, to 
tehify to the World the Affection of the Parliament to- 
wards the King, and their Refolutions to fupport him in 
all fuch Meafures as they fhall appreve of ; but if we 
thould one fall into the Way of anfwering the Speech 
Paragraph by Paragraph, and approving, without either 
Information or Enquiry of every Thing which the Mi- 
niflers have been pleafed to mention in that Speech, Peo- 

le will. then begin to think, that the Addrefs of this 

fe was drawn up by the Miniflers as well as the 
Speech ; in which Cafe the Defign of fuch Addrefies 
will be entirely fruftrated, they will no Way affeé& either 
our Friends or our Enemies: In fhort, they will become 
Vox 8 preterea nihil. 

With refpeé to the Negotiations now carrying on, for 
teftoring the Tranquility of Europe, I hope they will 

attended with all the Succefs which his Majefty or the 

can defire; but from our. paft Negociations, I 
cannot 
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cannot think, my Lords, we have any Reafon blindly ta 
approve of the prefent. This Nation has, within thefe 
few Years, been engaged ina great Multiplicity of dif- 
ferent Negotiations, all of them expenfive, and fome of 
them fuch as might have been attended with dangeroug 
Confequences: They were all intended, as we are told, 
to preferve the Peace of Europe, and eftablith the pub. 
lick Tranquility ; but if that was the real and true 
Defign, no one of them proved effeétual for the Purpofe¢ 
the laft Treaty always wanted a new one to carry it into 
Execution ; and thus we have been a botching and pieces 
ing up one Treaty with another for feveral Years, , 
The Peace of Europe, and the Balance of Power, wasto ~ 
have been fully eftablifhed by the Treaty of Hanover; 
but we found it would not do, and therefore that Treaty 
was pieced up with the Treaty of Seville : This, again, 
we found would not do ; altho’ we had then four to one, 
we found it impratticable, or at leaft dangerous to carry 
it into Execution, and therefore we were obliged to con- 
clude the Treaty of Vienna: By this the Treaty of Seville 
was fully executed, indeed, of our Side; but how this 
laft Treaty is to be executed I do not know ; for now it 
appears, that, to render it effeCtual, fome new Treaty is 
wanting, at leaft as much as any of the former, Thus 
we have been fetting up a Sort of Paper Credit in Trea 
ties and Negotiations ; and we have, I am afraid, exten’ 
ded it already further than our Fund will be able to an 
fwer. 

Whether this Nation ought to have engaged in the. 
War, is a Queftion which it is impoffible for your Lord 
fhips at prefent to determine, becaufe the Treaty of 
Vienna has never been laid before this Houfe; and if 
from that Treaty, when laid before us, it fhould appear, 
that we were in Honour obliged to engage in the War, 
our agreeing now to the fecond Paragraph of the Motion 
would no Way contribute to the Credit of this Houfe: 
With refpe&t to that Treaty, the Dutch and we are upon 
a very different Footing: By that Treaty we went plumb 
in at once to the Guaranty of all the Auffrian Dominions, 
without Exception or Referve, at leaft with Regard to’ 
any of the Chriftian Powers; for, with Refpeét to the 
Farks, I think we thew’d them a little more Regard, by 
making them an Exception to our Guaranty. The 
Dutch, indeed, agreed likewife to that Treaty ; but how 
did they agree to it, my Lords? It was after long amt 


mature Deliberation, and, as I-have been told, undet 
feveral 
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 feveral Reftriftions and Limitations; fo that with Re- 





to the concluding of that Treaty, it cannot be faid 


- that'we aéted in Concert with the Dutch; and with Re- 
-fpeét to the late Tranfaétions, whether we have afted in 


concert with them I do not know, but I am certain they 
have not a&ted in Concert with us ; for they concluded a 
Treaty of Neutrality with France, before (I believe) we 
knew any Thing of the Matter; and, notwithftanding 


the great Expences we have been at, in augmenting our 


Forces both by Sea and Land, they have not yet added 
one Man to their Land Forces, nor one Ship to their 


' (Naval, nor have they concluded one expenfive Treaty 5 


may,:I do not know if they have been at the Expence 
veven of one Courier, unlefs it was fuch as were fent on 
account of their Treaty of Neutrality. How then, my 
Lords, can we talk of concerting Meafures with the 
‘States General, when, from what has as yet been made 
publick, there appears to have been no other Concert 
' _— us, than that we have, perhaps, from Time to 
Hime, acquainted them with the Meafures we were to 
itake, and the Expences we were to put ourfelves to. 
» As for the Acceptation of our good Offices, it was very 
matural, both for ‘the States-General and us, fince we 
‘Were not engaged in the War, to offer our good Offices for 
tefloring the Peace; this was the leaft that either of us 
‘ould do, and it was natural for all the Powers engaged 
in War to accept of that Offer; it was the leaft that 
tither of them could do in Return ; becaufe every one 
of them will certainly pretend that they are heartily in- 
lined towards Peace, and are ready to agree to any reafo- 
Mable Terms; but when thofegTerms come to be fettled, 
Tbelieve, the Side that appeags'to be the flrongeft, will 
have the moft- Reafon, and wfllinfitt upon the other's 
agrecing to fuch Terms as they may be pleafed to call 
feafonable 3 and therefore I do not think it confiftent with 
the Dignity of this Houfe, to exprefs our Satisfaftion in 
fo folemn a Manner, upon our good Offices having been 
only accepted: And muctflefs can I agree to our expref- 
g, in fuch a particular Manner, our Satisfaétion at a 
Plan’s being fo far advanced that it will be foon ready to 
be offer’d to the Parties concern’d: If this Plan had not 
only been offer’d, but a€tually approved by all the Par- 
tes concerned, it would then have been incumbent upon 
Us to have expreffed our Satisfa€tion with fo much Vigi- 
lance and Wifdom : But is the fimple drawing up of a 
Plan a Matter of Moment, worthy of the Notice of this 
sist K k Houfe ? 
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Houfe ? Is it not in every Man’s Power, at leaft every 
Man that can write, to draw up any Plan he pleafes? 
And fhall we, my Lords, fo folemnly take Notice of 
what might have been done by any Writing-Clerk in Ey 
rope ? IT appeal to every one of your Lordfhips, if this 
is not expofing the Proceedings of this Houfe to the ut. 
moft Contempt ; and if, upon the publifhing of that 
Plan, it fhould appear to be no very extraordinary one, 
what will the World then fay of thefe our anticipated 
Encomiums. 

His Majefty, in his Speech, has been pleafed to tell 
us, that he has concluded a Treaty with Denmark, which 
is, it feems, to be laid before the other Houfe ; and the 
Reafon given for fo doing is, becaufe it is to be attended 
with fome Expence ; but this Treaty we have neither 
feen, nor is it fo much as promifed to be laid before us, 
and therefore it is impoflible to fay any Thing for it or 
againft it. Whether this Treaty was concluded in con- 
cert with the Dutch, I do not know, but it does not ap 
pear that they are to contribute any Thing to the Charge 
of it; and even without feeing the Treaty I may take 
Notice, that if the Ballance of Power in Europe be in 
any Danger, the King of Denmark is as much concemed 
in its Prefervation as we are ; and by an exprefs Treaty 
between the Emperor and him, he is, as much as we are, 
engaged to ‘guaranty his Imperial Majefty’s Dominions; 
fo that by this new Treaty with us, the King of Da 
mark has laid himfelf under no Obligations that I cn 
hear of, but what he was before éngaged in, both by his. 
own Intereft, and by his Treaties with the Emperor; 
and yet we are, it feems, to pay him a large annual Sub- 
fidy : However, my Lords, as thefe Matters will come in 
more properly to be confider’d when the Treaty is laid 
before us, I fhall at prefent take no further Notice of 
them, but only to obferve, that by approving of all 
Meafures in general, as is propofed by this Motion, we 
approve of this Treaty, before we have either feen it, 
or know any Thing about it. 

If we are no Way concerned in the prefent War, if we 
have given no reafonable Caufe. of Offence to any of the 
Powers of Europe, what Occafion is there for putting any 
threatning Words into our Addrefs ? To affure his Maje- 
fty, that we will be ready to fupport him in fuch Mee 
fures as may be incumbent on us to undertake, is cer 
tainly a threatening Way of expreffing ‘ourfelves, and 


will probably be taken as fuch by fome of the Powers 
\ 4 now 
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now engaged in War. I with, my Lords, we were in a 
better Condition than we are; I with the Nation were 








_ free from that heavy Load of Debts under which ic 


at prefent ; but while we are oppreffed with fuch 
a Load of Debts, and fuch a Number of Taxes, all mort- 
geged and pre-engaged, is this Nation in a Condition to 
threaten, or can we pretend to frighten the Powers of 
Europe? We may be able, we muft defend ourfelves 
when attacked; but furely we ought not to draw an At- 
tack or an Infult upon ourfelves, by threatening others 
with what we will do, at a Time when none of our 
Neighbours have a Defign to difturb us, at leaft in fo far 
as we have yet been told by thofe who ought to acquaint 

in Cafe they fufpe& we are in any Danger. 

This Paragraph, my Lords,.is very inconfiftent with 
the former Part of the Motion : By the fecond Paragraph 
we are to acknowledge his Majefty’s Care for the true 
Intereft of his People, in preventing their being unne- 
ceffarily engaged in a War ; and, by this Paragraph, 
we are to make Ufe of fuch menacing Words as may 
‘engage his Majefty in a War whether he will or no, and 
whether it be the Intereft of his People or not. This, I 
fay, appears to me altogether inconfiftent, and therefore, 
if thefe two Paragraphs ftand Part of the Motion, I hope 
‘the latter will be a little foften’d ; but I have, I think, 
thewn fufficient Reafons for leaving them afd al! the in- 
termediate Paragraphs out ; for which Reafon I fhall 
conclude with moving for this Amendment, That, Uc.

oma Anfwer made to this Argument was in Subftance 
jus: 
My Lords, 
HE noble Lord, who propofed the Amendment 
to the Motion now before us, fet out with fuch an 
Eulogium upon it, that I imagined he was to agree 
with it in every particular ; and I began to indulge my 
felf with the Hopes of having the Satisfaétion to find, 
that his Lordfhip’s Opinion was the fame with mine. 
Iwas glad to hear his Lordfhip acknowledge, that the 
Motion had been drawn up witha great deal of Zeal, a 
great deal of Prudence, and a great deal of Caution: In 
this I agree with him ; for I think the Motion to 
us by the noble Duke, is fo prudently and fo cal®fully 
worded, that I am furprifed to hear the leaft ObjeStion 
made to it, 
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If by any fuch Addrefs, my Lords, this Houfe were 
to be precluded from all future Enquiries ; nay, if there 
were any Words in the Addrefs now propofed, which 
might be interpreted as an exprefs Approbation of any 
particular Meafure that has been purfued, 1 fhould 
think there might be Reafon for the Amendment propo- 
fed’; but as nu fuch Thing can be prefumed from any 
Part of the Motion made to us, I cannot find the leaf 
Reafon for fuch a thorough Reformation as what is pro- 
pofed by the Amendment. I have as great a Regard for 
the Honour and Dignity of Parliament as any Lord in 
this Houfe ; but I likewife have a great Regard for the 
Duty and Refpeé&t we owe to the King ; and, after his 
Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed, in his Speech, to 
give us fo full an Account of his Condu&, I muft leave 
it to your Lordfhips‘ to confider, how odd, how difre- 
fpe&tful it would look in us, to take no Manner of No- 
tice in our Anfwer, of any one Thing he has told us, 
but only in general to thank him for his Speech from the 
Throne, and to declare what I hope no Man has any juft 
Reafon to doubt of. Would not People generally from 
thence conclude, that we regarded very little what his 
Majefty had told us, and would not his Enemies from 
thence imagine, that his Parliament put no Confidence 
in him? This is what the noble Duke was aware of; 
and therefore, to fhew our Refpe& to his Majefty, he 
has touched generally upon every Thing that his Maje 
fty has been pleafed to mention in his Speech ; but, at 
the fame Time, his Motion is conceived in fuch Terms 
as cannot any Way interfere with the Honour and Dig- 
nity of this Houfe, or with any of our future Proceed 
ings. 

As for our former Treaties and Negotiations, it is not 
my Bufinefs, at prefent, to vindicate all or any of them} 
but as they have been taken Notice of by other Lords in 
this Debate, I hope your Lordfhips will indulge me with 
Leave to make fome few Obfervations upon them. In: 
treating and negotiating with foreign Powers, I do not 
know that any general Rules can be eftablifhed ; for 
whatever Rules we may prefcribe to ourfelves, we call 
prefcribe none to the foreign Courts we have to do withs 
and therefore we muft always dire&t our Meafures accor’ 
din e Humours we find them in, and according to 
the ‘Wafious Incidents that occur. This was the Cafe 
with Refpeét to the Treaty of Hanover : A dangerous 
League had been formed againft the Honour, the — 
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and the Poffeffions of this Nation: Thefe Defigns we had 
given no Occafion to by any falfe Step, by any Provoca- 
tion, or by any Mifmanagement on our Parts ; but after 
we found they were aftuaily formed, it became neceffary 
for us to concert Meafures for preventing their Execu- 
- tion's and that was effe&tually done by the Treaty of Ha- 
nover. This was all that was or could be intended by 
that Treaty, and every gne knows how effcétual it 
proved forthe Purpofe it was defigned : We thereby dif 
appointed all the warlike Projeéts of Spain againft this 
Nation ; and after we had convinced them, that they 
could get no Advantage by being at enmity with us, then, 
and .not till then, was ita Time to think of refloring 
a good Correfpondence between the two Nations; and 
this, was fully effeStuated by the Treaty of Seville. We 
had then nothing to do but to make up that Breach, which 
the Imperial Court had made between us and them, by 
their entering into the League with Spain againit us, 
and by the Treaty of Vienna, not only this Breach was 
made up, but a thorough Reconcilement was eftab!ifhed, 
to all human Appearance, between the Emperor and 
Spain + By this laft Treaty, therefore, it muft be granted, 
that the Affairs of Europe were put upon juft fuch a 
Footing as we ought to defire; and if Treaties fince 





» made, or Meafures fince purfu’d by foreign Courts, have 


overturn’d or diflurbed the Eftablifhment that was then 

made, furely we are not to be blamed ; for I know of no 
Treaty we have fince concluded, nor any Negotiation 
we have fince carry’d on, except thofe we have lately 
been obliged to conclude or carry on, either for prevent» 
ing: the prefent War, or for reftoring the Peace of Ee- 
rope; and if thefe laft prove as effeftual as our former 
Treaties and Negotiations have done, neither this Houfe, 
a the Nation, will have any Reafon to find Fault with 
them, 

Now, my Lords, with refpeé to.the feveral Paragraphs 
Ppropofed by the Amendment to be left out of the Mo- 
tion, let us but confider them one after another, and we 
thall find them all conceived in fuch general Terms, thet 
there:can be no good Reafon affigned for leaving any of 
them out ; and the Refpeé&t we owe to his Majetty mutt 
be.a’ ftrong Argument in Favour of every one of them 5 
becaufe we are certainly in Duty, nay, in common De- 
Cency, bound to take fome Sort of Notice of every Thing 
he has mentioned in his Speech. By the firft, we only 
acknowledge his Majefty’s Care, in preventing our being 

unneceffarily 
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unneceflarily engaged in the War. Do we by this, my 
Lords, either affirm or deny our being engaged, by the 
Treaty of Vienna, or by any other Treaty, to take a Share 
in the War? Have we then any Occafion to confult the 
Treaty of Vienna, before we agree to the making of this 
Return to his Majefty’s Speech ? Suppofe it fhould af 
terwards appear that we were by the Treaty of Vienna, 
or otherwife, engaged to have joined in the War at the 
very Beginning, will what is now propofed preclude our 
Enquiry into that Affair, or will any Cenfure we can 
pafs upon thofe who advifed the contrary, fhew any In- 
confiftency in the Proceedings of this Houfe ? And as to 
our Acknowledgments to his Majefty, in Relation to his 
having concerted Meafures with the Dutch, for reftoring 
the publick Tranquility ; this too is conceived in fuch 
general Terms, that we neither affirm nor deny his ha- 
ving done fo; therefore we are left at full Liberty to 
confider this Affair likewife hereafter, and to come to 
fuch Refolutions as may then appear juft and reafonable. 
As this Paragraph of the Addrefs propofed, is con- 
ceived in fuch general Terms, Ido not think it at all 
neceflary for us at prefent to enquire, how far we are 
engaged by the Treaty of Vienna, or how far his Majefty 
and the States-General have proceeded in Concert toge- 
ther; but allow me, my Lords, to fay fomething in An- 
fwer to what has been alledged upon both thefe Heads. 
With Regard to our Engagements by the Treaty of 
Vienna, “tis true, the Emperor has demanded Succours 
from us, and infifls that we are, by that Treaty, obliged 
to furnifh them ; but as this War was occafioned by the 
Affairs of Poland, in which we had no Concern, it is 
certain we are no way obliged, by that Treaty, or any 
other I know of, to furnifh any Succours, either to him, 
or to any other Power now engaged in the War. Then, 
as to the Concert between the Dutch and us, though the 
Forms of their Government did not allow them to join 
with us at firft in the Treaty of Vienna, yet the Negotia- 
tion antecedent to that Treaty muft certainly have been 
carry’d on in Concert with them, becaufe they are na- 
med as principal contra&ting Parties in the Treaty ; and 
they acceded to it as foon as the neceffary Forms of their 
Government would admit. Their Acceflion may have 
been, for what I know, clogged with feveral Reftric- 
tions and Limitations ; but whatever thefe Reftri&tions 
or Limitations were, it is certain that the Emperor, in 
the prefent Conjun@ure, looks upon them to be as much 
obliged 
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obliged as we are to furnifh him with the ftipulated Suc- 
cours, and has accordingly made as peremptory Demands 
for thefe Succours upon the Dutch, as he has made upon 





us. 

The Treaty of Neutrality has likewife been mention’d, 
as concluded by the Dutch, without any Concert with us. 
Whether the Defign of that Treaty was communicated to 
this Court, I fhall not take upon me to determine; but 
as neither the Dutch nor we had any Concern in the 
War at the Beginning, or can hereafter be any Way con- 
cerned in the War, unlefs that Barrier fhould be attacked, 
or that either of the Parties engaged, fhould attempt to 
carry their Conquefts fo far, as to endanger the Ballance 
of Power in Europe, furely their concluding a Treaty of 
Neutrality for that Barrier could no Way concern us, nor 
can it be looked on as any Way inconfiftent with that 

Concert which ought to be kept up between us, efpe- 
cially confidering, that even by that Treaty thcy referve 


'. to themfelves a Liberty of fulfilling all their Engage- 


* ments to the Emperor, and would, notwithflanding thac 

' Treaty, be at full Liberty to engage in the War, if ei- 
ther Party fhould, under Pretence of what has happen’d 
in Poland, attempt to overturn the Ballance of Power in 
Europe. 

- . The Dutch, ’tis true, have not as yet made any Aug- 
mentation of their Forces, either by Sea or Land; but 
we may eafily find a Reafon for it, if we will but reco}- 
le&t the great Reduétion they had aétually refolved to 
make of their Land Forces, juft before the prefent War 
broke out. This Reduétion they have ever fince fufpen- 
ded, on Account of the War, and for no other Reafon ; 
and therefore it is to be Jooked on as an Augmentation 
made in concert with us, for rendering more effeual 

thofe Meafures we may jointly take for reftoring the 

publick Tranquility, and eftablifhing the Ballance of 

Power. From all which, I think it is evident, that 

the Concert between the Dutch and us, which is fo ne- 

ceflary for both our Interefts, has been exaétly obferved 
by both, in every Meafure in which we had a joint 

Concern. 

The next Paragraph propofed to be left out, is that by 
which we declare our Satisfa€tion in obferving, that his 
Majefty’s good Offices have been accepted of ; and that 
a Plan of Peace may be fhortly offered to the Parties 
concerned: As his Majefty has, in his Speech, been 
pleafed to mention both thefe Particulars to us, it would, 


in 
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in my Opinion, be very difrefpeétful in -us not to fay 
one Word of either in our Addrefs, by Way of Return to 
his Majefly’s Speech ; and the noble Duke has propofed 
to mention them in fuch a general Manner, that I won- 
der to hear it found fault with. It isnot to be queftion’d, 
but that all the Parties engaged in War will declare, 
they are ready to accept of reafonable Terms ; fuch De- 
clarations are not, indeed, of any great Confequence; 
but the Acceptation of good Offices is a great deal more; 
it is in fome Manner the accepting of a Mediation, and 
fubmitting as it were to the Arbitration of a third Party, 
Declarations may, perhaps, be eafily obtain’d, and may 
be of no Effe&t when obtained ; but the Acceptation of 
a Mediation, or of good Offices, is not fo eafily obtain’d; 
we know that they have been often refufed, and the ac. 
cepting of them always fhews a great Deference and Re- 
fpe& to the Power whofe good Offices are accepted of; 
and therefore it is no way beneath the Dignity of this 
Houfe, to declare our Satisfaction in obferving, that his 
Majefty’s good Offices have been accepted. 

As to the Plan to be offered to the Confideration of the 
Parties concerned, if, by what is propofed, we were to 
declare our Approbation of that Plan, there would be 
fome Reafon for the Objeftion made ; but as we-are to 
declare nothing in Relation to the Plan itfelf, and as we 
muft prefume that no Plan will be offered by his Majetty, 
but fuch a one as he thinks all Parties concerned ought 
to accept, the acknowledging his Majefly’s Vigilance for 
the Repofe of Chriffendom, in that Refpe&, cannot furely 


be any way inconfiftent with the Dignity of this Houfe, . 


Nor can it be attended with any bad Confequences ; for if 
this Houfe fhould afterwards find Fault with the Plan 
offered, and fhould refolve to cenfure thofe who advifed 
it, there is nothing in the Motion now before us, that 
can any way obftruét or prevent fuch a Proceeding. 

The laft Paragraph found Fauit with, is faid to be a 
threatening Paragraph ; and we have been told, that the 
Nation is not now in a Condition to threaten. Upon 
this, my Lords, I thall obferve in general, that if the 
Nation be in no Condition to threaten, we are the more 
obliged to his Majefty for the Care he has taken to pre- 


vent our being unneceflarily engaged in the prefent War. 


But I cannot agree with the noble Lord in thinking that 
there is a Threat, or any Thing like a Threat in this Pa- 
ragraph ; and if there were, I am very fure it cannot 


be fuppofed to be levelled againft any but thofe who may 
ee deferve, 
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eferve, and muft expect fomething more than Threats, 
let the Nation be in what Condition it wifl: What is 
faid, in this Paragraph cannot be prefumted to be levelled 
any but thofe. who fhall endeavour to amufe us 
with vain Hopes, in order to bring the Security of his 
Majefty and his Kingdoms into real Danger, by over- 
turning the, Balance of Power in Europe; In fuch a Cafe, 
‘though this Nation might not, perhaps, be dire@ly and 
immediately attack’d, yet, it is to be hoped, we would 
not look quietly and cowardly on, ’till it was out of ove 
Power to defend ourfelves: It is not to be doubted but 
his Majefty would, in Time, concert proper Meafures 
for the Security and Prefervation of his Crown and King- 
doms; and [ hope this Houfe will always be ready to 
fupport his Majefty in all his Meafures. Therefore, my 
Lords, if there be no Power in Europe endeavouring to 
/amufe us with fuch Hopes, there is nothing in this Pa- 
tegraph that, can be taken asa Threat by any Power in 
Europe; and if there be any fuch Defigns fecretly har- 
ured, thofe who harbour them not, only deferve to be 
eaten’d, but they ought to be attacked as foon as they 
attempt.to put them 3 Egerton. 
The late Treaty with Denmark is not fo much as men- 








tion’d in the Motion now made to us, and therefore I 
ot fee what we have to do with it at prefent. His 


aiety has, indeed, told us, that he hag concluded fuch 
a reaty; and he has told the other Houfe, that it is to 
Jaid before them, becaufe it is to be attended with 
fome Expence: This is. the only Reafon his Majefty 
ean have for laying any Treaty before either Houfe of 
Parliament, before it be called for by the Houfe ; and as 
that Expence is to be firft confidered by the other Houfe, 
therefore his Majefty told them, that he had ordered the 
Treaty to be laid before them 3 but if any of your Lord- 
‘ Sipe has a mind to move for that Treaty’s being laid 
ore this Houfe, I fhall be ready to agree to it, and 
fecond the Motion ; and “till it be laid before us, I can- 
not fee how. it can properly come under our Confideration. 
However, I thall, in the mean Time, make this general 
Remark, that if we fhould have the Misfortune of be- 
ing obliged to engage in the War, it muft be granted, 
that it would be very proper to have Denmark on our 
Side, and that therefore it was not only proper but ne- 
ceffary.to conclude this Treaty with them ; for if this 
Treaty, had not been concluded, every one may judge 
| what 
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what Sort of Treaty would have been concluded with 
that Court. 
Thus, wy Lords, IThope I have thewn, that there ig 


hothing in the Motion made to us by the noble Dike, 


that is any Way inconfiftent with the Honour afid Digni- 
ty of this Houfe 5 that there is nothing but what is ne- 
eeflary for fhewing our Duty and Refpeft to his Maje 
fty ; afid therefore I hope your Lordthips will be of 
Opinio, with me, that there is no Occafion for the As 
moendment propofed. 


To this it was reply’d in Subftance as follows, viz. 


My Lords, 

EB Do€trine now laid down to us, feems to me 

extremely new, and abfolutely inconfiftent with 
the ancient Method of proceeding in Parliament. We 
are now told, that we fhall be wanting in that Refpet 
which is due to his Majefty, if we do not in our Addrefe 
take fomie Notice of every Particular mention’d in his 
Majefty’s Speech. This is fomething very extraordina- 
ry; The ancient, and what ought to be the only Défign 
of His Majefty’s Speech to his Parliament, at the open- 
ing'of their Seffion, was to inform them of his ‘Reafons 
for calling them together, and of the Demands he had to 
fhake upon them ; and to anfwer every Particular men- 
tioned in his Majefty’s Speech, was always hithetto ‘un- 
derftood to be the Bulinefs of the whole Seffion of Pattia- 


iment, and not the Bufinefs of the firft or fecona Day of. 


that Sefion. The Addreffes of Parliament, by Way of 
Anfwer or Return to this Speech, were formerly never 
any Thing “more but a general Acknowledgment of 
Thanks for the Speech from the Throne, and general 
Affurances of Loyalty and Fidelity to the King, and of 
fapporting him in whatever fhould appear to them to be 
feafonable. The King was fo far from expefting to have 
every Particular anfwer’d in that Addrefs, and ‘high 
Compliments’ made on every Paragraph of his Spee 
that happy was our King, of old, if he could but géta 
proper Anfwer to each Patticular during the whole 
Seffion. Our Parliaments were not then fo ready to grant, 
nor had they fo much Politenefs as to pafs any Compli- 
ments without a due Confideration, and without 4 
fully convinced of the Truth and Juftice of what they 
were to. fay: But if this new Doftrine prevails, we 
fhgll have Speeches made at ‘the Beginning of “—_ 
ion, 
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not with a Defign to inform the Parliament of the 
true State of Affairs, or to acquaint them with the King’s 
ei ut contriv’d by the Miniffers, on purpofe 
to catch at Compliments, and to dazzle the Eyes of the 
People. with Panegyricks beftow’d upon their Meafures 
by both Houfes of Parliament. 
* In the Language of Parliament, my Lords, we are not 
only.to take Care not to. affirm exprefly, or deny what 
y afterwards appear to be otherwife ; but we are to 
Care not even to infinuate what may afterwards ap- 
ear. to be falfe. In this Light let us confider the Mo- 
tion that has been made to us, and we fhal) find, thet 
every: Paragraph propofed to be left out, bears an Infinua- 
tion of. a Fatt, which may afterwards appear to the 
© World to be falfe; and if it fhould happen fo, § 
ave to your Lordfhips to.confider, what the World mutt 
of the Honour and geod Senfe of this. Houle ; for 
rely they cannot approve of both. Lords may fay 
will of this Houfe’s not being precluded by 
any Thing in the Addrefs, or prevented from future En- 
quiriesyor Cenfures: Inis truc, as 2 Houfe of Parliament, 
weate not ; but I will fay, that the pafling of fuch Com- 
nts, as have of late been too ufual in our Addrefies, 
a Sort of foreftalling the Opinions of many Lords in 
is Houfe ; for after my having agreed to a Panegyrick, 
n exprefs or by Infinuation, upon any Meafure pur- 
‘by the Minifters, I fhould be forry to find afters 
t fuch a Meafure deferved Cenfures and there- 
fore.it is certain, it would be difficult to convince me of 
it, nay, even after ConyiGtion, I believe human Weak- 
Sem argery me loth .to agree to the putting a pub- 
ck. Mark.of Ignomipy upon that, which I had former» 
ly. agreed to applaud, even by Infinuation, 
’ Having now endeayuured to:fhew, thaé@ our Refipett to 
the King, or the Generahity of the Expréfiions propofed 
to:-be made Ufe of, can be no Argument for our defcend- 
ing .ipto fo many Particulars ; allow me, my Lords, to 
defcend into thofe Particulars, and examine every one 
of them feparately, by Way of Reply fo the Obferva- 
tions the noble Lord. has been pleafed to make on them ; 
but finft let me take fome Notice of what the noble Duke 
faid in Relation to our former Treaties and Negotiations. 
He tpid as, 'that in treating with foreign Powers no gene- 
tal Rules could be eftablithed ; T thal] mention only two, 
whigh are, That we ought always to obferve, and as 
punftually as poflible comply with the Terms of thofe 
Li2 T yeatices 
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Treaties we enter into: And the other generat ‘Rule is, 
That we ought to’enter into no Treaties but fitch as are 
for the Intereft’ of our native Country. Thefe are two 
general Rules; which are, by the Nature of Things, 
eftablifhed, though I doubt much if they have been al. 
ways obferved. By the Treaty of Hanover, we ate told; 
that dangerous Defigns againft this Nation were prevent. 
ed 3 Defigns which had been’ formed againft us by the 
Treaty of Vienna, between the Emperor and Spain : But 
this is a Faét that has always been difputed, ‘and if ‘the 
Fat was falfe, I am very fure the Treaty of Handvg 
was very much contrary to the Intereft of this Nation? 
Nay, confidering how improbable it is, that the Tmpe 
rial Court would never enter into the Meafures thewat!

Injury to Britain, there is fome Reefon to believe; thit 
the Story: was invented by a Cotrt, whofe.

E will agree with the noble Duke, that the Correfpon- 
¢ience between Spain andius, whith was broke off by the 
Lreaty 6f Hanover, was in fome Meafure, I wilP not 
fay altogether, ‘reftored ‘by the Treaty of Seville 3 butt 
with! he had» told-us at whofe Expence that’ Correfpon* 
éence was reftored, or what other Honour or Advantage 
the» Nation ‘weaped from that Treaty’; and if, bythe 
Leeaty of Viennay'a Cotrefpondence was reftored ‘between 
the Emperot and us, I am afraid our Cortefpontienee 
with Spain was;.by that new Treaty, a littlé difturbed;

whole, 'I do not fee that this' Nation has many Advanta 
ges to brag of from our late: Preaties and Negotiations;

soprefented. byrus:to be, I am ‘very certain the Nation 
has Already gteatly fuffered' ‘by the: Miftaké, and may 
fuffer 4 great deal more in Time té-come. 
-- But. now, my Lords, to return’ to the Paragraphs of the 
Motion, which;-by the: Amendment, are propofed 't6 
be left out. , To thefe I fhall’fpeak ‘with the store ‘Frée- 
dom, becaufe I do not think his Majefty any way con- 
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_ eetned in the Queftion. 1 thall always be ready to join 
in acknowledging our Duty and Fidelity to the King ; 
but when we are to pafs Compliments upon Meafures, ic 
is to the Minifters we make thefe Compliments ; and I 
fhall hever be for this Houfe’s defcending fo jow, as 
blindly to pafs Compliments on them.

“EE there were then ‘no’ Manner of Reafon to prefume, 
that we were are Way obliged to engage in the prefent 
War; we ought not, my Lords, to come in blindly to the 
‘Waking of fuch an°Infinuation in our Addrefs : But in 
the prefent Cafe’ there is fome Reafon to prefume, that 
We' Were aGually obliged, if not to engage as Principals, 
‘atdeaft to€ngage as'Allies and Guarantees. The noble 
Duke'has told us, that the Emperor has aot only de- 
tarde the’ Succours ftipulated by the Treaty of Vienna, 
but ‘infifts upon it; thet we ought difeétly to furnith 
them. I fhall not pretend to fay, my Lords, that the 
Imperial Minifters aré'in the Right, on the contrary, I 
hope they have no Manner of Reafon for the Demand 
they Have made; but as we have neither feen the Treaty 
Of Vienna, nor the Reafons alledged’ by the Imperial 
Court'for the Demand they have made, furely we oughe 
not ‘thus blindly to infinuate, that there is nothing in 
what they have faid upon that Subjea.

Thus, my Lords, Thope I have thewn, that there is 
nothing in the Motion made to us by the noble Duke, 
that is any Wav inconfiflent with the Honour and Digni- 
ty of this Houfe ; that there is nothing but what is ne- 
ceffary for thewing our Duty and Refpeét to his Maje- 
fty ; and therefore I hope your Lordfhips will be of 
Opinion with me, that there is no Occalion for the A- 
mendment prop fed. 





To this it wes reply d in Subfiance as follows, viz. 


My Lords, 

HE Dottrine now laid down to us, feems to me 
extremely new, and abfolutely inconfifient with 

the ancient Method of proceeding in Parliament. We 
ate now told, that we thall be wanting im that Refpett 
which is due to his Mejefly, if we do not in our Addrefs 
teke forme Notice of every Particular mention’d in his 
Majefly'’s Speech. This ts fomething very extrrordina- 
ry: The ancient, and what ought to be the only Defien 
of his Majetty'’s Speech to his Parliament, at the open- 
ing of their Sefion, wes to inform them of his Reafons 
for calling them together, and of the Demands he had to 
make upon them ; and to anfwer every Particular men- 
tioned in his Majetly’s Speech, was always hitherto un- 
gerficod to be the Butinefs of the whole Seffion of Parlia- 
¢ and not the Bufinefs of the fiefl or fecond Day of 
thet Sefion. The Addreffes of Parliament, by Way of 
Anfeer or Return to this Speech, were formerly never 
uny Thing more but a general Acknowledgment of 
Thenks for the Speech from the Throne, and general 
Aifurances of Loyalty and Fidelity to the King, and of 
fapporting him in whatever fhould appear to them to be 
reafunable. The King was fo far from expeSting to have 
every Particular anfwer’d in that Addrefs, and high 
Compliments made on every Paragraph of his Speech, 
that happy was our King, of old, if he could but geta 
proper Anfwer to each Particular during the whole 
Seffion. Our Parliaments were not then fo ready to grant, 
nor had they fo much Politenefs as to pafs any Compli- 
mcnts without a due Confideration, and without being 
fully convinced of the Truth and Juftice of what they 
were to fay: But if this new Doftrine prevails, we 
fhall have Speeches made at the Beginning of each Sef- 
fion, 
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fion, not with a Defign to inform the Parliament of the 
true State of Affairs, or to acquaint them with the King’s 
Demands, but contriv’d by the Minifters, on purpofe 
to catch at Compliments, and to dazzle the Eyes of the 
People with Panegyricks beflow’d upon their Mesfures 
by both Houfes of Parliament. 

In the Language of Parliament, my Lords, we are not 
only to take Care not to afhrm exprefly, or deny what 
may afterwards appear to be otherwife ; but we are to 
take Care not even to infinuate what may afterwards op. 
pear to be falfe. In this Light let us confider the Mo- 
tion that has been mide to us, and we thal! find, that 
every Paragraph propofed to be left out, bears an Infinw 
tion of a Fatt, which may afterwards appear to the 
whole World to be faife; and if it thould happen fo, I 
leave to your Lordthips to confider, what the World mutt 
fay of the Honour and good Senfe of this Houle; for 
furely they cannot approve of both. Lords may fay 
what they will of this Houfe’s not being precluded by 
any Thing in the Addrefs, or prevented from future En- 
quiries or Cenfures: It is true, as.a Houfe of Parlisment, 
we ate not; but I will fay, that the paffing of fuch Com- 
pliments, as have of late been too ufual in our Addreffes, 
is a Sort of foreftalling the Opinions of many Lords in 
this Houfe ; for after my having agreed to a Panegyrick, 
either exprefs or by Infinuation, upon any Meafure pur- 
fued by the Minifters, I fhould be forry to find aiter- 
wards that fuch a Meafure deferved Cenfure ; and there- 
fore it is certain, it would be dificult to convince me of 
it, nay, even after Conviction, I believe human Weak- 
nefs would make me loth to agree to the putting a pub- 
lick Mark of Ignominy upon that, which I hid former- 
ly agreed to applaud, even by Infinuation, 

Having now endeavoured to fhew, that our Refpe&t to 
the King, or the Generality of the Expreffions propofed 
to be made Ufe of, can be no Argument for our defcend- 
ing into fo many Particulars ; allow me, my Lords, to 
defcend into thofe Particulars, and examine every one 
of them feparately, by Way of Reply to the Obferva- 
tions the noble Lord has been pleafed to make on them ; 
~ but firft let me také fonie Notice of what the noble Duke 
faid in Relation to our former Treaties and Negotiations, 
He told us, that in treating with foreign Powers no gene- 
ral Rules could be eftablifhed : I fhall mention only two, 
which are, That we ought always to obferve, and a 
pun@ually as pofhble a with the Terms of thofe 
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Treaties we enter into: And the other general Rule is, 
That we ought to enter into no Treaties but fach as are 
for the Intereft of our native Country. Thefe are two 
general Rules, which are, by the Nature of Things, 
eftablifhed, though I doubt much if they have been al- 
ways obferved. By the Treaty of Hanover, we are told, 
that dangerous Defigns againft this Nation were prevent- 
ed ; Defigns which had been formed againft us by the 
Treaty of Vienna, between the Emperor and Spain: But 
‘this is a Faét that has always been difputed, and if the 
Faé&t was falfe, I am very fure the Treaty of Hanover 
was very much contrary to the Intereft of this Nation : 
Nay, confidering how improbable it is, that the Impe- 
rial Court would never enter into the Meafures then at- 
tributed to them g or that the Imperial and Spani/h Courts 
united together, could conceive Hopes of doigg any great 
Injury to Britain, there is fome Reafon to believe, that 
the Story was invented by a Court, whofe Intereft it 
then was to break, by any Means, the good Correfpon- 
dence that was, by the Treaty of Vienna, eftablifhed be- 
tween the Courts of Vienna and Madrid, and whofe Inte- 
reft ir will always be, to foment Jealoufies and Divi- 
jions between the Courts of Vienna, Madrid, and London, 
I will agree with the noble Duke, that the Correfpon- 
dence between Spain and us, which was broke off by the 
‘Treaty of Hanover, was in fome Meafure, I will not 
fav altogether, reftored by the Treaty of Seville; but I 
with he had told us at whofe Expence that Correfpon- 
dence was reflored, or what other Honour or Advantage 
the Nation reaped from that Treaty; and if, by the 
Treaty of Vienna, a Correfpondence was reftored between 
the Emperor and us, Iam afraid our Correfpondence 
with Spain was, by that new Treaty, a little difturbed, 
and the Union which now fubfifts between France and 
Spoin, was effettually eftablifhed ; fo that upon the 
whole, I do not fee that this Nation has many Advanta. 
ges to brag of from our Jate Treaties and Negotiations ; 
and if the Treaty of Vienna, between the Emperor and 
Spain, was not fuch a Treaty as it was moft induftrioufly 
reprefented by us to be, I am very certain the Nation 
has already greatly fuffered by the Miftake, and may 
fuffer a great deal more in Time to come. 

But now, my Lords, to return to the Paragraphs of the 
Motion, which, by the Amendment, are propofed to 
be left cut. To thefe I thal! fpeak with the more Free- 
dom, becaufe I do not think his Majefly any way con- 
cerned 
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cerned in the Queftion. I fhall always be ready to join 
in acknowledging our Duty and Fidelity to the King ; 
but when we are to pafs Compliments upon Meafures, it 
is tothe Minifters we make thefe Compliments ; and [ 
fhall never be for this Houfe’s defcending fo low, as 
blindly to pafs Compliments on them. By the firft of 
thefe Paragraphs we are to acknowledge the Care of the 
Minifters in preventing our being unneceffarily engaged 
in the prefent War. My Lords, If this be not a direét 
Affirmation, it is as ffrong an Infinuation as this Houfe 
can make, that we were no way obliged, either by Trea- 
ty or Intereft, to engage in the prefent War; and if, 
upon Enquiry, it fhould afterwards come out, that we 
were from the very Beginning obliged, both by Treaty 
and Intereft, to have engaged in the War, what would 
the World think of this Houfe, if we fhould agree to the 
Addrefs this Day propofed ; nay, I muft appeal! to the 
Lords that are againft me in this Motion, what they 
would think of themfelves for having agreed to fuch an 
Addrefs ; they would be obliged to acknowledge, at 
leaft, that they had been impofed on, and fuch an Ac- 
knowledgment can add nothing to the Charaéter of any 
Man, much lefs can it add to the CharaGter of any Lord 
of Parliament. 

If there were then no Manner of Reafon to prefume, 
that we were are Way obliged to engage in the prefent 
War, we ought not, my Lords, to come in blindly to the 
making of fuch an Infinuation in our Addrefs: But in 
the prefent Cafe there is fome Reafon to prefume, that 
we were aftually obliged, if not to engage as Principals, 
at leaft to engage as Allies and Guarantees, The noble 
Duke has told us, that the Emperor has not only de- 
manded the Succours ftipulated by the Treaty of Vienna, 
but infifts upon it, that we ought dire€tly to furnith 
them. I fhall not pretend to fay, my Lords, that the 
Imperial Minifters are in the Right, on the contrary, f 
hope they have no Manner of Reafon for the Demand 
they have made; but as we have neither feen the Treaty 
of Vienra, nor the Reafons alledged by the Imperial 
Cowrt for the Demand they have made, furely we ought 
not thus blindly to infinuate, that there is nothing in 
what they have faid upon that Subjeé. 

Now, my Lords, let us take the other Side of the 
Cafe ; jet us fuppofe that we were no Way obliged either 
in Honour or Intereft, to concern ourfelves in the pre- 
fent War ; In fuch Cafe, what would that Minifter have 

a AeTerved,

deferved, that fhould have advifed his Majefty to plunge 
the Nation intoa War, in which we had no Manner of 
Concern ? Would not he have deferved the higheft Re- 
fentment of this Houfe, would not he have deferved the 
heavieft Vengeance his Country could have brought upon 
his guilty Head? And fhall we, my Lords, make a fine 
Compliment to a Minifler for not doing, what ? For not 
doing that for which he ought to have loft his Head on a 
Scaffold. 

I am really furprifed, to hear it pretended, that the 
Treaty of Vienna was concluded, or the Negotiation for 
that Purpofe carry’d on, in Concert with the Dutch, fince 
it is fo well known, that they were fo far from being 

rinc’ pal contra&ting Parties, that it was after long De- 
a and with much Difficulty, that they acceded to it 5 
and that they did not even at laft accede, but under feve- 
ral Reftri€tions and Limitations, and after having obtained 
feveral Additions and Explanations in Favour of their 
own Country: They, like a wife State, took that Oppor- 
tunity to have all Difputes with the contra@ting Powers 
agreed and fettled to their own liking ; as they were by 
that Treaty to do a very great Favour to the Emperor, 
they took Care to have fomething in Return, and it 
were to be wifhed, that we had follow’d their Example 
in every Treaty we have Jately made. They were, in- 
deed, named in the Treaty of Vienna as principal con- 
tracting Parties, but how they came to be fo I could 
never yet comprehend ; the Imperial Court fubmitted 
to it, perhaps, at that Time, becaufe they had a very 
great Favour to ask, and it was very much their Intereft 
to have the Dutch become Parties in that Treaty ; but 
how we came to fubmit to have any Power named asa 
principal contrafting Party in a Treaty with us, without 
their being as ready to fign it as we were, I cannot yet 
comprehend. 

As for their not having made that Reduftion of their 
Land Forces, which was propofed before the War broke 
out, it is very certain they have not even now, a greater 
Number of Forces than is neceffary for defending the 
extenfive Frontiers of theie Country, and fupporting the 
many Garrifons they are obliged to keep up; fo that if 
they had made any Reduétion, they muft have trufted to 
fome of their Neighbours for their Defence ; but fuppo- 
fing that they might have fafely made that Redu&tion, 
their having fufpended it cannot be called a&ting in Con- 
cert with us; becaufe we have not only fufpended -~ 
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king that Redu@ion in our Land Forces, which we might 
eafily have made, and which we ought to have made if 
the War had not broke out, but we have made large Ad- 
ditions to our Forces both by Sea and Land ; and yet it 
muft be acknowledged, that we are not, by our Situation, 
fo immediately expofed to Danger as the Dutch are 
From hence, my Lords, it is to me evident, that the 
Concert between the Dutch and us, can confift in nothing, 
but, as has been already faid, in our having acquainted 
the Dutch with the Meafures we were to take, and the 
Expences we were to put ourfelves to ; and fuch a Con- 
cert does not, in my Opinion, deferve a Compliment 
from this Houfe, not even in the moft general Terms 
that can be thought of. 

I muftfubmit to your Lordfhips, whether the Com- 
pliment propofed to be made upon the Accepration of 
our good Offices, and upon the Plan of Peace, does not 
beara very flrong Infinuation, that we think it was rea- 
fonable and neceffary for us to offer our good Offices, that 
thefe our good Offices are accepted of in fuch a Manner 
as’ may give great Hopes of their Succefs, and that it was 
proper for us to thruft ourfelves fo far into other People’s 
Affairs, with which we declare we had ne Concern, as 
to: propofe a Plan for an Agreement ; and confidering the 
profound Ignorance we have been kept in, with Relation 
to'all our late foreign Tranfaétions, I do not fee how we 
can, in Honour, pretend to make any fuch Infinuations. 
It is an old Obfervation, my Lords, that Arbiters often 
draw upon themfelves the Refentment of both the Par- 
ties at Variance: In private Life it is always reckon’d a 
dangerous Undertaking, efpecially when the Arbitration 
is offer’d without being defired by either of the Parties 
concerned: In publick Affairs the Maxim will hoid 
equally true , and therefore no wife State will be ready 
to intermeddle in foreign Broils, unlefs, by fuch Inter- 
meddling, they have a View of procuring fome particu- 
lar Advantage to themfelves: The Ballance of Power in 
Europe is not yet in fuch a dangerous State, as to require 
our being fo very bufy and offcious ; and when it comes 
to be fo, the other Powers of Europe, not yet engaged in 
the War, are as much interefled, and ought to inter- 
meddle as much as we; fo that upon a flriét Enquiry, 
it may, perhaps, appear, that even the Offer of thefe 
good Offices was not only unneceffary, but officious, and 
without any View to the particular Advantage of this 
Nation: And if, upon Enquiry, it thould appear, that 
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the Acceptation of thefe good Offices has been made, by 
every one of the Powers concerned, in fuch Terms as 
cannot give any Hopes of Succefs, how can we anfwer 
to the Honour and the Dignity of this Howfe, for ma- 
king fuch anticipated and fuch rafh Infinuations. 

The Plan to be offered by us, may appear to be 4 
wife and a good one, or it may appear to be otherwife ; 
but if, upon Enquiry, it fhould appear, that even the 
offering our good Offices was rath and officious, furely 
the propofing of a Plan, and fetting ourfelves up openly 
as Lawgivers to the other Princes and States of Europe, 
muft appear to be much more fo, and may involve this 
Nation in Difficulties and Dangers we feem at prefent 
to be very little aware of: It may produce Confederacies 
againft us; it may unite the Powers of Europe in a 
League to pull down the Pride of Great Britain ; which 
is a Cafe that has often before happen’d; a Cafe by 
which almoft every one of the Powers of Europe has 
been, fome Time or another, brought very near to theie 
utter Deftru&tion. I do not know, my Lords, but that 
the Dutch may have aéted in Concert with us, both in 
the offering our good Offices, and in the drawing up and 
propofing this Plan of Peace which is to be offered : In 
this, I fay, they may have afted in Concert with us, 
becaufe it put them to no Expence; but I am afraid it 
will at laft appear, nay, perhaps they may endeavour to 
make it appear, that their a€ting in fuch a Manner pro- 
ceeded entirely from a political Comiplaifance, they 
were obliged to thew to Great Britain; fo that in the 
End, they may get as much Honour and Advantage as 
we by the Succefs, and can no way fuffer by the Difap- 
pointment. 

As to the threatening Paragraph, my Lords, I am very 
fure, that if a Man in a private Company fhould fwag- 
ger, and fwear he would not be amufed ; he would not be 
impofed on ; he would always be ready to aft that Part 
which was incumbent on him to undertake: If I were 
one of the Company, I fhould look upon it as a threaten- 
ing Sort of Declaration ; and if there had been any Di- 
Tpute between him and me, if Ihad but refufed any 
Thing he defired of me, I fhould Jook upon it as a Threat 
defigned direétly againft me: Indeed, if fuch a Blufierer 
had had no Difpute with any one of the Company, 
fhould look upon him as a Bully, anda very filly Fellow, 
In publick Life, I think it is the fame: When it be- 
comes neceflary for this Nation to at, 1 hope we hall 
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always a& with that Vigour and Courage which is wor- 
thy of Great Britain; but I thall always be againft our 
making any bullying or bluftering Declarations, ‘till it 
becomes neceffary for us to carry them direflly in Exe- 
cution ; and therefore I muft be againit this Part of the 
Motion. 

*Tis true, my Lords, the late Treaty with Denmark is 
not mentioned particularly in the Motion; but when 
we talk fo much of the Wifdom, the right Reafon, and 
the Prudence of his Majefty’s Councils, which, in the 
Language of Parliament on this Occafion, is underftood 
to be the Wifdom, the right Reafon, and the Prudence 
of his Majefty’s Minifters, I muft prefume, and al! the 
World will, I believe, prefume, that the late Treaty 
with Denmark is included among the reft, and I cannot 
applaud the Wifdom, the right Reafon, and the Prudence 
of that Treaty, before I know what it is. We are told, 
that if that Treaty had not been concluded fome other 
would ; Ido not know that this Nation is at prefent in 
any Danger of being attacked, and therefore I do not 
know any Reafon we had to pay a Subfidy to Denmark, 
in order to prevent that King’s making any Treaty he 
had a Mind ; but if we were to be attacked, furely we 
are not to become tributary to him, and to pay him a 
yearly Tribute, under the Name of a Subfidy, to pre- 
vent his joining with any Power whatever againit us ; 
and if the Prefervation of the Ballance of Power was 
the only Motive for entering into fuch a Treaty, if that 
was in any real Danger, he was certainly as much con- 
serned for its Prefervation as we, and therefore we are 
not to fuppofe that he would have concluded any Treaty 
to its Difadvantage: From fuch Reafoning as I have 
this Day heard in this Houfe, one would really imagine, 
that we are to take the Care of preferving the Ballance 
of Power in Europe entirely upon ourfelves 5 which if 
we do, I can eafily forefee, that moft of the Princes of 
Europe will always take Advantage of our officious Care, 
and our ridiculous Apprehenfions, and will refufe to 
a&t with Vigour even in their own Defence, uniefs we 
pay them a yearly Subfidy for fo doing. 

I thall conclude, my Lords, with obferving, that if it 
was neceflary for his Majefty to lay this Treaty before 
the other Houfe, becaufe it was to be attended with fume 
Expence, the very fame Reafon made it neceffary for his 
Majefty to order it to be laid before this Houfe ; for, 
altho’ Grants of Money ave firft made by ths other Houfe, 
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no fuch Grant can be effe&tual without the Confent of 
this. {t would feem then, that when a Demand is to be 
made on the other Houfe for any Grant of Money, the 
Reafon for making fuch Demand is to be laid before 
them without their asking for it; but when we are to 
confent to that very Grant, no Reafon is to be laid before 
us, unlefs we ask forit. This, my Lords, is a different 
Sort of Behaviour with Refpe& to the two Houfes, which 
I fhall make no Remark on, but leave to your Lordfhips 
Confideration. 

From what I have faid, my Lords, I hope I have made 
it appear, that every Paragraph, propofed to be left out 
of the Motion now before us, is inconfiftent with the 
Honour and Dignity of this Houfe, and that neither the 
Duty nor the Refpe& we owe to his Majefty, require our 
putting any one of them into our Addrefs; but that the 
firft and Jafl Paragraphs of the Motion are fufficient, and 
as much as by the antient Ufage of Parliament was cufto- 
mary upon fuch Occafions, and therefore I hope your 
Lordthips will agree to the Amendment propofed, 





The Queftion firft put was, as ufual, for agreeing to 
the Amendment propofed, upon which there was a Di- 
vifion ; and there being but 37 Contents to 89 Not Con- 
@nts, the Amendment was difagreed to by a Majority 
of 52. 

The Queflion next put was, To agree to the Motion, 
which was carry’d without a Divifion ; and a Committee 
being named to draw up the Addrefs, they retired to 
the Prince’s Chamber, and being returned, the Addrefs 
drewn up was read and agreed to the fame Day. The 
Addrefs, with his Majefty’s moft gracious Anfwer, is in- 
ferted in N° 78 of our Regiffer, from Pag. 149, to 152. 

The Motion for this Addrefs was made by the Duke 
of D re, and feconded by the L—d Vest 
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The Amendment to the Motion was propofed by the 
i—é¢ t, was oppofed by the D—ke of N———/e 
and the L—d H. ck, and was fupported by the 
E—1 of C——/d, the L—d Be—/?, and the E—!1 of 
S——rd. 

The 234, 24th, and 25th Days of January, there was 
nothing done in the Houfe of Commons, thefe three 
Divs being entirely taken up in adminiftring the Oaths 
to the Speaker and the feveral Members prefent, 
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On Monday the 27th Day of ‘January, after the Sef- 
fion was open’d, by reading a Bill for preventing clan- 
deftine Outlawries, and the ufual Orders and Refolu- 
tions made, Mr.Speaker reported, that when the Houle 
attended his Majefty in the Houfe of Peers, his Majefly 
was pleafed to make a moft gracious Speech, of which, 
he faid, to prevent Miflakes, he had obtained a Copy, 
which being read to the Houfe, the following Motjon 
was made and feconded, viz. 

© That an humble Addrefs fhould be prefented to his 
© Majefty, to return his Majefty the Thanks of that 
© Houfe, for his moft gracious Speech from the Throne ; 
© to acknowledge his Majefty’s Wifdom and Goodnefs, in 
© purfuing fuch Meafures as tended towards procuring 
© Peace and Accommodation, rather than to involve this 
© Nation, and all Europe, too precipitately in a general 
© and bloody War; to exprefs the juft Senfe that Houfe 
© had, of his Majefty’s tender Regard for the publick 
© Repofe and Tranquility, and of his unweary’d Endea- 
© vours in forming, in Concert with the States General, 
© fuch a Plan of a general Pacification, as his Majefty, 
© in his great Wifdom, conceived was confiftent with the 
© Honour and Intereft of all Parties, as far as the Cir- 
© cumftances of Time, and the prefent Pofture of Affairs 
© would permit ; to affure his Majefty, that That Houfe 
© would chearfully and effeftually raife fuch Supplies, 
© as fhould be neceffary for the Honour and Security of 
© his Majefty and his Kingdoms ; and whatever fhould 
© be the Succefs of his Majefty’s gracious Endeavours to 
© procure the Bleflings of Peace and general Tranquility, 
© would enable his Majefty to a& that Part which Ho- 
© nour and Juftice, and the true Intereft of his People 
© fhould call upon him to undertake. 

This Motion was introduced with Speeches, to the 
fame Effe&t with the Speeches made for introducing the 
Motion in the Houfe of Lords, and therefore we fhall 
not repeat them. 

Several Speeches were made in Relation to thofe Para- 
graps in the Motion, which feemed to imply a general 
Approbation of former Meafures, before any Amendment 
was propofed ; but at laft the following Amendment to 
the laft Paragraph of the Motion was propofed, viz. 

© To affure his Majefty, that after a full State of the 
© Affairs of the Nation had been laid before them, and 
* confider’d by them, they would chearfully and effe@tu. 
§ ally raife fuch Supplies, as fhould be neceffiry for the 
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Honour and Security of his Majefty and his Kingdoms, 
and in Proportion to the Expences to be incurred by 
the other Powers, who were under the fame Engage- 
ments with this Nation, and not then involved in the 
War, and whatever, &c. 
The firft Part of this Amendment being difapprov’d of 
by fome Gentlemen, who were for the fecond Part, it 
was accordingly agreed to be amended, and then it flood 
thus : 

© To affure his Majefty, the That Houfe would chear- 
© fully and effeftually raife fuch Supplies,‘as fhould be 
© neceffary for the Honour and Security of his: Majefty 
* and his Kingdoms, and in Proportion to, (3c. 

Of this whole Debate we fhall give the Subftance by 
Way of Argument, Anfwer, and Reply, as before. 

The Argument for leaving out the Paragraphs appro- 
ving of former Meafures, and for the Amendment pro- 
pofed, was to this Effet, viz.

SIR, 

AS this is a new Parliament, T hope we fhall begin 
with fhewing a little more Regard to the antient 
Cuftom and Dignity of Parliaments than has been fhewn 
of late Years. In former Times, the Addreffes of this 
Houfe, in Return to his Majetty’s Speech from the 
Throne, were always conceiv’d in the moft general 
Terms: Our Anceftors would never condefcend upon 
that Occafion, to enter into the Particulars of his Maje- 
fty’s Speech : When they were to approach the King, 
and to declare their Affeftion and their Fidelity to him, 
they thought it was inconfiftent with that Fidelity they 
were to declare, to approve, upon that Occafion, of any 
minifterial Meafures, and much more fo to declare their 
Satisfation with Meafures they knew nothing about. 
This Houfe is the grand Inqueft of the Nation, appointed 
to enquire diligently, and to reprefent faithfully to the 
King, all the Grievances of his People, and all] the 
Crimes and Mifmanagements of his Servants; and there- 
fore it muft always be a Breach of our Fidelity to our 
Sovereign, as well as a Breach of our Duty to his People, 
to approve blindly the Condu&t of his Servants. When 
we have examined diligently, and confidered deJiberate- 
Jy the Conduét of any Minifler, and are at laft fully 
convinced that he has aéted prudently and wifely for the 
publick good; it ig then our Duty to return him the 
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Thanks of the Publick, and to reprefent him as a faith- 
ful Minifter to his Mafter; but to make Panegyricks 
upon the Conduét of any of the King’s Servants, before 
we have examined into it, or know any Thing about 
it, is more like the Language of Slaves and Sycophants 
to a prime Minifier, than that of loyal and faithful Sub- 
jets to their Sovereign. 

' Emuft acknowledge, Sir, that the Motion now made 
to us is more general, and more adapted to the ancient 
Cuftom of Parliament, than moft I have heard fince E 
thave had the Honour to be a Member of this Houfe ;: I 
hope we fhall not find that this extraordinary Modefty 
proceeds from.a Confcioufnefs of Mifcondu&: For the 
Sake of the Publick, f heartily with we may find that 
it proceeds from fuperior Merit; which is, indeed, 
generally attended with fuperior Modefty ; but as I have 
always been, upon fach Occafions, againft general Enco- 
imiums upon Minifters, and as the Propofition now before 
us, or at Seaft a great Part.of it; implies a general Ap- 
probation of all our late Meafures, particularly thofe 
relating to the prefent War, which the Majority of this 
Houfe are, in my Opinion, entirely ignorant of, I can- 
not agree to it ; becaufe I have not yet learned Complai- 
fance enough to approve of what I know nothing about, 
much lefs to approve of what I violently fufpeét to be 





wrong. 

¥ had the Honour, Sir, to be a Member of this Houfe 
Gn ‘laft Parliament ; and I remember feveral Motions 
were then made, for getting fome Infight into the State 
of our Foreign Affairs, and our Jate Tranfaétions : Mo- 
tions which to me appeared highly reafonable, and even 
abfolutely neceffary to be comply’d with, before the 
Houfe could reafonably comply with the Demands that 
were then made upon them; but every one of thefe 
Motions had a Negative put upon it: I have always had 
a Sufpicion of the Works of Darknefs; I do not like 
any Condué that cannot fland the Light at Noon Day, 
and therefore Iam afraid fome of our late Tranfa€tions 
are fuch as no Man would approve of, if they were ex- 
pofed to publick View : We have been long amufed with 
Hopes of fume extraordinary Benefits that were to ac- 
srue to the Nation, from our many tedious and expenfive 
Negotiations ; we have been long in Expeétation ; but 
when one Negotiation was over, we have been always 
told to have Patience, the next was to accomplith all 
our Delires: We have accordingly had a great deal of 
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Patience ; but, in fo far as I can comprehend, I can 
ebferve no Benefits have accrued, or are like to accrue 5 
but, on the contrary, many Dangers and Difadvantages 5 
fy that the whele Train of our late Negotiations, really 
feems to me to have been calculated for no other End, 
but to extricate a Set of puzzled, perplexed Negotiators, 
from fome former Blunder, by which they have been 
generally led into a fecond, of worfe Confequence than 
the firit : Every fubfequent Negotiation feems to me to 
had no other View or Defign, but to get rid of fome 
Dilemma we were thrown into by the former, and hap- 
py have we thought ourfelves, after a great deal of Mo- 
ney fpent, if we could but recover our former Condition. 
In thort, Sir, if any Gentleman will rife up and thew 
me any Addition, or any new Advantage, with refpeét 
either, to our Trade or our Poffeflions, that this Nation 
has acquired by any of our late Tranfaftions, I thall 
agree to the Motion ; but confidering the great Expence 
this Nation has been put to, and the great Loffes many 
of our Merchants have, without any Redrefs or Satisfac- 
tion, fuftained, I cannot agree to pafs Compliments on, 
or declare my Satisfa&tion with, our late Management in 
general, “till it be made appear to me, that thefe publick 
and private Loffes have been fome Way ballanced by 
National Advantages. : 

The fecond Paragraph of the Motion I am, indeed, 
furprifed at upon another Account ; to make our Ac- 
knowledgments to his Majefty, for not involving the 
Nation too precipitately in a bloody War, is, in my Opi- 
nion, very far from being a Compliment to his Majefty : 
Jt is impoffible, it is not to be prefumed that his Majefty 
can do any fuch Thing ; but if it were poflible, and if 
any fuch Thing had been done, to be fure it would have 
been doing the Nation a very notable Mifchief, and ac- 
cording to the Idiom of our Language, at leaft in private 
Life, to thank a Man, or to make our Acknowledge- 
ments to a Man, for his not doing us a notable Mifchief, 
is a contemptuous Way of exprefling ourfelves, and is 
always an Infinuation, that from fuch a Man’s Malice or 
his Weaknefs, or Imprudence, we may expe& fome no- 
table Mifchief ; and therefore, when we are difappointed, 
when the Mifchief is not fo great as we expected, we 
fay, by Way of Contempt, that we are obliged to him. 
If none but Minifters were concerned in this Part of the 
Motion, I fhould have let it pafs without any Remark, 
nay, I fhould readily have agreed to it; but as nee 
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‘Jefty is concerned, I hope the Gentlemen who made the 
Motion, will take Care to have it fome Way altered, if 
they are refolved to have it ftand Part of the Addrefs. 
This thews, Sir, how apt People are to fall into Blun- 
ders, when they attempt to make extravagant and forced 
Compliments, and therefore I wifh we would refolve to 
avoid fuch Dangers, by confining our Addrefs to a gene- 
ral Acknowledgment of Thanks to his Majetty, for his 
moft gracious Speech from the Throne, and a Declaration 
‘of our Affe&tion towards him, of our Attachment to his 
Family, and of our Zeal for his Service. 

However, as it has been granted on all Hands, that 
nothing contained in our Addrefs can prevent the future 
Enquires of this Houfe, or can be a Bar to our cenfuring 
what we fhall upon Enquiry find to be amifs, therefore I 
fhall propofe no Amendment to the former Part of the 
Motion : But I muft take Notice of one Thing which is 
apparent, without any Enquiry, to every Man in this 
Houfe, to every Man who knows any Thing of publick 
Affairs, and that is, the great Charge this Nation has 
already been put to on Account of the War, while the 
other Powers of Europe, not engaged in the War, have 
not put themfelves to one Shilling Expence : Nay, even 
our Allies the Dutsh, who, as his Majefty has been 
pleafed to tell us, are under the fame Engagements with 
us, have not put themfelves to the leaft Charge on Ac- 
count of the prefent War. Now, Sir, 2s his Majefty has 
been pleafed to tell us, that we had no Concern with the 
Caufes or Motives of the War, we cannot therefore be 
involved in it, unlefs it be for the Prefervation of the 
Ballance of Power; and as all our Allies are as much 
interefied in this Refpect as we are, it is reafonable they 
fhould bear their proportionable Share of the Expence ; 
and as they have yet done nothing like it, I think it is 
become neceffary for us to take fome Notice of this Mat- 
ter in our Addrefs to his Majefty, for which Reafon I 
fhall move for this Amendment to the latter Part of the 
Addrefs. Then moved as before mentioned im the A- 
mendment amended, 





To this it was anfwer’d in Subftance as follows, viz. 


SIR, 
S feveral Gentlemen who have fpoken in this Des 
bate, feem to want a much more thorough Refor- 
mation in the Motion now before us; than what is pro» 
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pofed by the Amendment, I muft beg Leave to take fome 
Notice of what they have faid in general, before I come 
to fpeak to the Amendment propofed. We have been 
told a great deal, Sir, of the antient Ufage and Cufiom 
of Parliament, with refpeét to their Manner of addref- 
fing the King, by Way ot Return to his Speech from the 
Throne: What the Gentlemen may mean by this ancient 
Ufage, or at what Time they have a Mind to fix it, I 
do not know ; but I am very fure, that ever fince I hed 
the Honour to fit in Parliament, I never knew an Ad- 
drefs propofed in more general Terms than that now be- 
fore us, and therefore I am apt to conclude, that no Ad- 
drefs can be propofed in this Houfe, but what feme 
Gentlemen will find Fault with. I fhall agree with the 
honourable Gentlemen, that one of the chief Ends of our 
Meeting here, is to enquire diligently, and reprefent 
faithfully to the King, the Crimes and Mifmanagements 
of his Servants, as well as the Grievances of his People ; 
but when his Majefty has given us an Account of his 
Condu&t, furely that does not hinder us from making 
him fuch general Compliments, upon the Account he 
has been pleafed to givé us, as may not obftruct our fu- 
ture Engqiries, or prevent our Cenfures, in Cafe we 
fhould afterwards find, that any of his Servants had 
afted unfaithfully or imprudently, even with refpe& to 
thofe very Affairs he has been pleafed to give us an Ac- 
count of in his Speech. 

It has been acknowledged, that the Motion now before 
us is more general than what is ufual upon fuch Occa- 
fions ; but it is to be feared, it feems, that this extraor- 
dinary Modefty proceeds from a Confcioufnefs of Mif- 
conduét. At this Rate, Sir, the Gentlemen who have 
the Honour to ferve the Crown, muft have a very hard 
Task : If they or their Friends propofe a long and parti- 
cular Addrefs, they are then accufed of endeavouring to 
impofe upon the Honour and Dignity of this Houfe ; 
and if they propofe a fhort Addrefs, and expreifed in 
the moft general Terms, Infinuations are then made, 
that their Modefty proceeds from a Confcioufnefs of 
Guilt ; fo that, let them chufe which Way they will, 
it is impoffible for them to avoid Cenfure : Yet, even 
this Addrefs, general as it is, is, it feems, to be look’d 
on as an Encomium upon the Minifters, and as an Ap- 
probation of what we know nothing about ; but, in my 
Opinion, if we examine the feveral Paragraphs, it wiil 
appear to be neither the one nor the other, 
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By the firft Paragraph found Fault with, it is propo- 
fed to acknowledge his Majéfty’s Wifdom and Goodnefs, 
in purfuing fuch Meaflires as tend towards procuring 
Peace and Accortithodation : By this, Sir, we do not de- 
clare, that his Majefty has purfued fuch Meafures, nor 
do we approve of the Meafures he has purfued ; but 
when fthofé Meafures ate riiade publick, if it fliould 
appear that they wére fuch as tended to procure Peace 
arid Accotnmodation, furely this Houfe, nay, the whole 
Wotld, ought to acknowledge his Majefty’s Goodnefs 
and Wifdoin in that Refpeé ; and all that can be fuppo- 
fed to be mednt by this Paragraph is, to acknowledge 
that there is mote Wifdom and Goodnefs in purfuing 
fuch Méaflires 4s might tend towards procuring Peace, 
than in putfuing fuch Meafurés as might tend to involve 
the Nations and all Europe, too precipitately in War : 
This then caniibt, I think, be fuppofed to be an Enco- 
mium upon any Minifter, nor an Approbation of any 
of thé Meafures that have been purfu’d. 

By the other Paragtaph it is propofed, to exprefs the 
juft Senfe we have of his Majefty’s Regard for the pub- 
blick Tranquility, and of his Endeavours to form, in 
Concert with the Stdtés-General, fuch a Plan of Pacifi- 
cation, as his Majefty conceives is confiftent with the 
Honour and Intereft of all Parties, as far as the Circum- 
ftarices of Time, and the prefent Pofture of Affairs will 
permit : Here again we approve of nothing: We do not 
approve of the Plan that is to bé offered ; we do not fo 
mutch as approve of any one Step that has been taken in 
the forming of that Plan 3 we only acknowledge his Ma- 
jefty’s tender Regard for the Publick Tranquility, in en- 
déavouring to form fuch a Plan as may reftore it: This 
furely is what no Man can deny, nor hefitate one Mo- 
ment in acknowledging it ; and, I believe it will be as 
readily granted, that it was better to form this Plan in 
Concert with the States General, than to form it with- 
out any fuch Concert: So that I cannot really compre- 
liend how this Paragraph can be interpreted to bean En- 
comium upon any Minifter, or an Approbation of any 
Meafure : And therefore, tho’ we know nothing of the 
Meafures that have been purfued, nay, tho’ we even 
had a violent Sufpicion that wrong Meafures have been 
purfued, n¢ither our Ignorance, nor our Sufpicions, can 
be an Objeffion to either of thefe Paragraphs. 

As to our Ignorance of the Meafures that have been 
lately purfued, it is certain we are ignorant of a great 
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‘many of them, and it is neceffary it fhould be fo ; for 
with refpect to publick Tranfattions, efpecially thofe 
with foreign Courts, it is abfolutely neceflary that many 
of them fhould remain fecret for feveral Years after they 
are paffed 5 nay, there are fome that ought for ever to 
remain a Secret 5 and that any Tranfa€tion can remain 2 
Secret Jong after it has been communicated to this Houfe, 
I believe no Gentleman will pretend to affirm ; for tho” 
the Members of this Houfe might perhaps depend upon 
the Fidelity and Secrecy of one another, yet we cannot 
anfwer for the Strangers that may be amongft us. This 
was the only Reafon why this Houfe was pleafed to put 
a Negative upon the Motions pointed at by the Hon. 
Gentlemen 3 and as I had likewife the Honour to be then 
a Member of this Houfe, I heard fuch Reafons given 
for not complying with thofe Motions, as convinced me, 
that a Compliance with any one of them, would have 
been one of the greateft Injuries we could have done our 
Country : It was not that the Authors of thofe Tranf- 
aftions were afraid on their own Accounts, that the 
Tranfaftions they had been concerned in fhould be ex- 
pofed to publick View, it was impofible it could be fo; 
tor if they had been poffeffed with any fuch Fears, if 
they had given the leaft Ground to fufpe& they were fo, 
it would have been a good, and I am perfuaded a prevail- 
ing Reafon for this Houfe to have comply’d with thofe 
Motions. 

But, Sir, as to the Sufpicions that fome Gentlemen 
may entertain, with Regard to all or any of our paft 
Meafures, it is impoffible to fay any Thing to them, 
unlefs the Gentlemen will be pleafed to acquaint us with 
the Grounds of their Sufpicion: When they do that, it 
may, perhaps, be in Gentlemens Power to fhew, that 
thofe Grounds are very far from being folid. They talk 
of our having been for a long Time amufed with Hopes, 
and of our having been defired to have Patience: ’Tis 
true, Sir, there are fome among us, not in the Houfe, 
but in the Nation, I will fay, there are a great many 
who have been long amufed with Hopes, who have had 
a great deal of Patience: They have, indeed, been under 
a continual Courfe of Patience, ever fince the Beginning 
of the late Reign: Thev have not yet feen, and I with 
they mav never fee that Event happen, which they have 
waited for with fo much Patience; and, in my Opinion, 
the manv Difappointments they have met with, is one 
af the beft Reafons that can be afligned for our having no; 
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Caufe to fufpe&t any Mifconduét in our late Meafures, 
I do not think it the Intereft of this Nation to be fond of 
adding to our Poffeffions ; and confidering the Ambition 
of foreign Courts, and the Difturbances given to our 
Government by a difaffe&ted Party at home, our having 
preferved intire our foreign Poffeffions, and prevented all 
Invafions upon our People at home, is an Argument, 
that all our late Meafures have been concerted and pur- 
fued with the utmoft Forefight and Prudence. To this 
we may add, that though our Trade has been fometimes 
a little interrupted by the ambitious Views of foreign 
Courts, yet it is certain, it has greatly improved in eve- 
ry Branch within thefe aft twenty Years, and is now, I 
believe, in as flourifhing a State as ever the Trade of 
Great Britain was in any Age; fo that to return the 
Compliment to the Gentlemen on the other Side of the 
Queftion, if either of them will fhew mie where the Na- 
tion has lately fuffered, cither in its Poffeffions, or in its 
Trade, by any Mifmanagement of thofe at the Helm of 
our own Affairs, I fhall agree to any Amendment they 
pleafe to propofe ; but I cannot think it reafonable to 
Joad our own Minifters with the little Diflurbances we 
have met with, or the fmal] Loffes we may have fuflain’d 
by the ambitious Projeéts of foreign Courts. 

With Regard to the Impropriety of Expreffion taken 
Notice of, I cannot think there is any good Foundation 
for the Criticifm ; but if there were, we muft fee that 
it proceeds entirely from the great Care the honourable 
Gentleman, who made the Motion, took, to avoid every 
Thing that might Jook like an Approbation of any late 
Meafure: For this Reafon he would not propofe that we 
fhould thank his Majefty for not involving us in the 
War, becaufe it might have been faid, that for what we 
knew it was neceflary, it was incumbent upon us, to 
have engaged at the very Beginning of the War; therce 
fore, toavcid this Objeftion, he only propofes, that we 
thould, make our Acknowledgments to his Majefty, for 
not having engaged too precipitately in the War; and as 
this might have done, and would (as the honourable 
Gentleman fays) have been doing a very notable Injury 
tu the Nation, I cannot find that there is any Impro« 
priety in our making our Acknowledgments to. hig Ma- 
jetty, for his not having done fo. 

. T come now to that which I take to be the only Que- 
ftion now before us, I mean, Sir, the Amendment pro- 
pofed, as it now ftands — I thall readily grant, 
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that all the Nations of Europe are equally concerned in 
fupporting the Ballance of Power, and that therefore it 
is very reafonable, that every one of them fhould beara 
Pproportionable Share of the Expence neceflary, or that 
may become neceffary for that Purpofe ; and I am per. 
fliaded, his Majefty will ufe his utmoft Endeavours to 
prevail with every one of them, to do what is incum- 
bent upon them in that Refpeét ; but I mutt leave it to 
Gentlemen to confider, whether our putting fuch a Cau- 
tion into our Addrefs, would not fhew to the whole 
World a Sort of Diffidence in his Majefty’s Condu@ : I 
am convinced we have no Caufe, from any Part of his 
Majefty’s paft Conduét, to fhew any Diffidence in his 
future ; and Iam very certain, we never could have 
chofen a worfe Time than the prefent, to begin to 
thew any fuch Diffidence : The Nation is in great Dan- 
ger of being involved in a bloody and expenfive War, 
unlefs his Majefty fucceeds in his Endeavours for refto- 
ring the Peace and Tranquility of Europe 3 and it is 
certain, that nothing can contribute more towards ren- 
dering his Majefty’s Endeavours fuccefsful, than an 
eftablifh’d and general Belief, that a perfet&t Harmony 
and entire Confidence fubfifis between him and his Par- 
liament : While they are convinced of this, every one of 
the Parties now engaged in War wil] be cautious of gi- 
ving too great a Scope to ambitious Views, or of pufh- 
ing too far the Succefs they may have, for fear of draw- 
ing upon themfelves the united Force of the King and 
Parliament of Great Britain; but if any Reafon fhould 
‘be given for them to believe, that the Parliament puts 
no Confidence in his Majefty’s Conduét, they may then 
conceive Hopes of difuniting the Power of Great Bri- 
tain, and in that Cafe they will not much regard the 
moft reafonable Terms of Peace that can be offered to 
them, by Means of his Majefty’s Mediation : Nay, I 
have good Reafon to believe, that fome of the Powers 
engaged in War, particularly Spain, will give no pofitive 
Anfwer to the Inftances lately made to them, "till they 
hear of the opening of the Britifh Parliament, and the 
Addreffes made upon that Occafion ; and if any Miftruft 
in his Majefty’s Condué thould appear in our Addrefs, 
we may believe their Anfwer will not be fuch as ought 
to be wifhed for: Thus, by a&ting too cautioully, we 
may not only prevent the Succefs of his Majefty’s En- 
deavours for refloring the publick Tranquility, but we 
may give fuch Encouragement to the ambitious ve 
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of fome of the Powers of Europe, as mutt heceflarily at 
Jaft involve this Nation in a moft expenfive, and even a 
moft dangerous War. 

But this, Sir, is not the only Objeétion againft the 
Amendment propofed ; for tho” all the Nations of Eurupe 
are equally with us concerned in preferving the Ballance 
of Power, yet fome of them may be blind to their own 
’ Intereft, nay, it is very probable fome of them always 
will ; and are we to negle&t what is neceffary for our 
own Security, or'to refufe contributing any Thing to- 
wards preferving or refloring the Ballance of Power, be- 
caufe every one of the other Parties concerned will not 
contribute their ~proportionable Share? This, in my 
Opinion, would be a very odd Sort of Maxim for us to 
lay down 3 it is fuch a one as I hope will never be in- 
fifted on in the Councils of Great Britain. Suppofe, for 
Example, our Neighbours the States,General, fhould be 
fo blind to the real Intereft of their Country, as to look 
quietly on, “till they faw any one of the Powers of Eu- 
rope extend their Conquefts fb far, as to be able to give 
Law to all the reft ; would that be a Reafon for our 
behaving in the fame Manner ? No, Sir, let our Neigh- 
bours do what they will, it is incumbent upon us, to 
look in Time to our own Security ; and I hope we fhall 
always be ready to do what our Honour and Safety may 
require, upon every fuch Occafion; for if ever we 
{ould refolve to put ourfelves to no Charges for pre- 
ferving the Ballance of Power, unlefs the States Gene- 
ral, or any other Nation of Europe, will agree to join 
with us, and to bear a proportionable Share of the Ex- 
pence, we fhould from that Moment become dependent 
upon that other State, and confequently would be neg- 
le&ted and defpifed by all the other Powers of Europe. 

Therefore, Sir, as the Amendment propofed tends, in 
my Opinion, towards fhewing a Difiidence in his Maje- 
fty’s Condu&, as it tends towards placing this Nation in 
a Sort of Dependency upon other Powers, I cannot but 
be againft it. 





The Reply made to this was to the following Effect. 


STR, 
LTHOUGH I have had the Honour to be long 
a Member of this Houfe, yet F find I never knew 
the whale of my Duty *till this Day. I always ima- 
gined that we met here to do Bufinefs, and not to make 
; Compliments. 
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Compliments. I thal! never be againit exprefling our 
Loyalty and Fidelity to our Sovereign, upon every pro- 
per Occafion ; becaufe I take it to be no Compliment, I- 
take it to be our Duty, and immemoria! Cuftom has 
eftablifhed it as fuch, at the Beginning.of every Seffion 
of Parliament; but to applaud his Majefty’s Wifdom, 
his Goodnefs, and his tender Regard for his People in 
every Part of his Conduét, which he may be pleafed to 
mention in his Speech, is a Method of exprefling our- 
felves, which ought, indeed, to be called compliment-. 
ing ; itcan be called nothing elfe, becaufe it cannot be 
fincere, when we beflow thofe high Epithets upon what 
we know nothing about. This, indeed, I never before 
underftood to be any Part of our Duty, and Iam fure 
the Cuftom is not immemorial, for if the Gentleman 
will look but a very little back in our Journals, he will 
fee when it. began ; and I muft fay, I am forry it was 
ever begun; for, in my Opinion, it derogates highly. 
from the Honour and Dignity of Parliament, and from 
that Sincerity and Simplicity for which this Nation was, 
in ancient Times, fo defervedly famous, 

The honourable Gentleman appears under a great Con- 
cern for thofe who have the Honour to ferve the Crown : 
Perhaps my Concern for them is not fo great; and for 
this Reafon it may be, that I do not think their Task fo 
hard; I confeis, that when I obferve any Modefty in 
them, Iam apt enough to fufpeét that it proceeds from 
Confcioufnefs of Guilt, rather than from Confcioufnefs 
of Merit ; and in their Motions for Addreffes, they 
have of late fo very feldom fhewn any Modefly, that I 
was furprifed to find the leaft Appearance of it upon the 
prefent Occafion. However, Sir, it cannot be faid that 
the Modefty they have now fhewn is in any Degree ex- 
ceffive ; for as the Speeches from the Throne are, by the 
Cuftom of Parliament, fuppofed to be Speeches from the 
Minifiers, and as his Majefty’s ConduS&, when it comes 
te be confider’d in this Haufe, is always fuppofed to be 
the Condu&t of his Minifters, I cannot allow that thofe 
who propofe that we fhould talk fo much in our Addrefs 
of their Wifdom and Goodnefs, and of their tender Re- 
gard for the publick Repofe and Tranquility, have te- 
ftify’d any exceflive Degree of Modefty, though it may, 
perbaps, appear to be a little more than what has lately 
been ufui!l upon fuch Occafions : If the Gentlemen had 
been pleafed ‘to have left out the two Paragraphs in 
which thefe Compliments are contained, their Modefty 


furely would have been greater, and their Task would 
eextain}y 
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certainly have been eafier, becaufe the Motion would 
have been fhorter ; and I am convinced it would have 
given more Satisfa@tion' to the Majority of the Nation, 
and, I hope, to the Majority of this Houfe. 

I muft fay, Sir, I am not a little furprifed to hear any 
Gentleman undertake to fhew, that neither of the two 
Paragraphs found Fault with, contain an Encomium 
upon any Minifter, or an Approbation of any Meafure : 
I am perfuaded, every Man without Doors that reads 
them, will think otherwife ; nay, I am convinced, that 
all thofe, who are not acquainted with our modern Re- 
finements in Politicks, will think that we could not 
with any Sincerity exprefs ourfelves fo, without having 
been made acquainted with all the late Meafures relating 
to War or Peace, fo as to be able to fee that they defer- 
ved thofe fine Epithets we are to give them ; they will 
not confider that thefe fine Expreffions are defigned only 
as Compliments, and therefore do not require any Since 
rity. 

As to the firft Paragraph, the honourable Gentleman 
has acknowledged, that if the Words #00 precipitately had 
not been put in, it would have been a Declaration, at 
Jeaft, that it was neither neceffary nor incumbent upon 
us to engage in the War, which was a Declaration this 
Houfe could not decently make, without knowing fome- 
thing more of our Jate Tranfations than have been yet 
communicated to us 3; and an honourable Gentleman, 
who fpoke before him, has thewed, I think, to a De- 
monflration, that the putting of thofe Words into our 
Addrefs will carry an Infinuation, which I hope no 
Maen will apply to his Majefty, whatever may be done 
with refpeét to the Minifters: But the Paragraph, even 
with thefe Words, imports a Declaration from us, that 
it would have been precipitate, it would have been rath, 
to have involved the Nation in War before this Times 
which is a Declaration we cannot, in my Opinion, make, 
without more Lights than we have at prefent before us: 
But fuppofe that we are convinced of the Truth of this 
Declaration, what are we then to do? We are to acknow- 
ledge his Majefty’s Wifdom and Govdnefs, or rather the 
Wifdom and Goodnefs of his Minifiers, in not having 
been guilty of a rath Aétion ; and whether fuch an Ac- 
knowledgment be confifient with the Dignity of this 
Houfe, or even with common Senfe, I muft leave to 
Gentlemep to judge? 





With 
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With Regard to the other Paragraph, allow me to fup- 
pofe, Sir, that we were by the Treaty of Vievna, or 
otherwife, obliged in Honour to fend immediate Suc- 
cours to the Emperor ; would it not look very odd in us, 
fo make our Acknowledgments to thofe who advifed his 
Majefly to interpofe only as a Mediator, when he was 
in dpesane obliged to engage as a Party in the Difpute ? 
Let me fuppofe again, that there were feveral Difputes 
and Differences fubfifting between this Nation and any 
one of the Parties concern’d in the prefent War, which 
Difputes and Differences we had no Hopes of accommo- 
dating in a friendly Manner ; and which were of fuch a 
Nature, as could not be given up without injuring 
both the Honour and Intereft of the Nation : In fucha 
Cafe, could we have had a more proper Opportunity to 
vindicate our Honour and our juft Rights ; and if fo, 
can we make any Acknowledgments to thofe who have 
advifed his Majefty not to lay hold of fuch a fair Oppor- 
tunity ? Then as to our Concert with the Dutch, whee 
ther there has been any fuch or not, does not, I am 
fure, appear from any publick Step they have taken 5 
and therefore I do not fee how we can. make our Acknow- 
ledgments on that Account: I hope, however, it is fo, 
I hope they have a&ted in every Thing in Concert with 
us, as well as we have done with them. I believe it is 
their Intereft as well as ours to aét in that Manner, but 4 
Nation may miftake its own Intereft, and therefore I 
may fuppofe that they have been, from the very Begin- 
ning of this War, and even before it broke out, engaged 
in a feparate Intereft ; if fo, can we make any Acknow- 
ledgments to thofe who have advifed his Majefty to con- 
cert any Meafures with them? AW thefe Suppofitions 
may be true, for what we know ; and yet by agreding to 
this Paragraph, we muft prefume every one of them to 
be falfe, otherwife we muft appear to be inconfifteng 
with ourfelves. 

' Thus, Sir, even to take thefe two Paragraphs in the 
Senfe that the honourable Gentleman has put upon them, 
we muft fuppofe we were no Way engaged, cither in 
Honour or Intereft, to take a Share in the prefent War ; 
that it would have been precipitate: and rafh in us to 
have engaged in it, and that the Dutch ate engaged in 
the fame Intereft, and have afted in every Thing in 
Concert with us; which are Suppofitions we have not, 
I am afraid, any great Reafon to make: But our Contfti- 


tuents, the People who fent us hither, and whofe good 
Opinion 
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Opinion we ought to preferve, will go further ;\they 
will, from thefe two Paragraphs in or Addrefs, fup- 
pofe, that the Meafures purfued by the Minifters, for 
procuring Peace and Accommodation, have been wife 
and good ; that the Plan of Peace is fuch a one as it 
ought to be, and that the moft prudent Meafures have 
been taken to make it effettual ; and if they fhould af- 
terwards find themfelves miftaken, what Opinion can 
they have of our Wifdom and Goodnefs ? Tam afraid it 
will be but a poor Excufe, to an honeft fincere Country 
Gentleman, that he is never to look for Sincerity in the 
Addreffes of this Houfe, that we never mean any Thing 
but Complintent by any general Expreffions in them. 

From what I have faid, I think it will appear, that 
both our Ignorance and our Sufpicions are good Argu- 
ments againft our making fuch high Compliments to the 
Miniflers 5 for it is upon them thefe Compliments are, 
by the Cuftom of Parliament, prefumed to be beftowed = 
His Majefty has no Concern in the Debate; and there= 
fore we may treat the Subje&t with the more Freedoms 
Our Ignorante, as to all our late Tranfastions, is very 
great 3 and if future Parliaments fhould be always of the 
fame Opinion with the laft, we are like to remain for 
ever in the moft profound Ignorance; for I did not heat 
one Argument made Ufe of in the laft Parliament, againft 
the Motions then made, for fome Infight into our foreign 
Affairs, but what will for ever be as ftrong as it was at 
that Time: The Motions then made, were not for a 
Difcovery of any of the Tranfa&tions then upon the An- 
vil ; thefe Motions were only for forme Papers relating 
to Tranfaftions that had been quite finithed feveral Years 
before ; and the only Reafon I heard given for refufing 
us that Favour was, that the publithing of {uch Papers, 
the difcovering of fuch Tranfa€tions, might open old 
Sores, they might relate fome Way or another to the pre 
fent TranfaStions, and therefore it was not proper they 
fhould be laid before us; nay, we were not fo much as 
allowed to call for them, in order to have had that An 
fwer from his Majefty, froth whom only, it was propet 
for this Houfe to take fuch an Anfwer, At this Rate, 
we fhall néver have any Account of the Tranfa&tions of 
any Minifter, ’till fome new Favourite ftarts up, and re- 
folves to difgrace his Predeceffor, by ex pofing the Wicked- 
nefs or the Folly of his Condu&. : 

That our late Conduét has not been quite fo prudent, 
is, I atm fare, very much _ by the Generality 
bs thes of 
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of the Nation, whatever it may be by the Majority of 
this Houfe. We have been long amufed, we have had a 
great deal of Patience ; but it is not that Sort: of People, 
meant. by the honourable Gentleman, who have been fo 
amufed : It is not the Difaffe&ted, the Enemies to his Ma- 
jetty’s Family, and the prefent happy Eftablifhment, who 
have been obliged to have Patience ; no, fuch Men are, 
I believe, glad to fee fuch Meafures purfued: It is 
thofe who are well affetted towards his: Majefty, thofe 
who are real Friends to the prefent Eftablifhment, who 
have been Jately amufed, and it muft be acknowledged 
they have had a great deal of Patience. That the Na- 
tion has been affronted, that our Trade has been inter- 
rupted, that our Merchants have been plundered, and 
our Seamen moft cruelly ufed, are Faéts not to be contro- 
verted. .Whether they have proceeded from the ambi- 
tious Projeéts of foreign Courts, or from the Blunders of 
Tome of our own People at home, is a Queftion this 
Houfe ought to look into ; and for that Purpofe we ought 
to infitt upon having all neceffary Lights laid before us. 
Bur for the prefent I fhail fuppofe, that they have all 
proceeded from the ambitious Projeéts of foreign Courts : 
What Satisfaftion then have we obtained for the Infults 
and Indignities we have fuffer’d ? What Reparation have 





‘our Merchants got for the Loffes they have fuftain’d ? 


is this Nation brought fo low, that we muft fubmit to 
fuffer, to be difturbed by the ambitious Proje&ts-of fo- 
reign Courts, without daring once to infift upon an ade- 
quate Satisfaction, a full Reparation? I hope not, Sir, 
and ’till an adequate Satisfa&tion and a full Reparation 
be obtained, I-thall not be ready to agree to pafs Compli- 
ments upon our late Condu&. If we have met with fo 
few or fo {mall Difturbances, if our Trade has fo greatly 
increafed, what Advantage hath the Publick reaped from 
the happy State we have been in? What Part: of the 
publick Debts have we difcharged ? What Taxes have 
we reji¢ved the People from? Surely, Sir, if we have 
been for fo many Years in fuch a happy State; a great 
Part of our Debts might have been difcharged, and fe- 
vera] of our moft grievous Taxes taken off. But the 
F2& is otherwife, we have been every Year keeping up 
great Armies, fitting out great Fleets, and putting the 
Nation toa vaft Expence. In fhort, we have been for 
thefe feveral Years in a very odd Sort of State; we have 
had War without Hoftilities, and. Peace without Quiet ; 
and. while. the Nation continues in the fame negren 
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Sort of State, fhall this Houfe pafs high Compliments on 
the Conduét of our Minifters ? 

To pretend, Sir, that the Amendment offer'd will 
thew a Diffidence in his Majefty’s Condutt, is to tel! 
this Houfe, that we muft never recommend any Meafure 
to our Sovereign, or father to the Minitters of our Sove- 
reign ; which is a Maxim no Member of this Houfe 
will, hope, admit of. Surely, Sir, we are not to neg- 
le& our Duty to our Country, or to our King, for fear 
of giving foreign Courts Caufe to think that we have a 
Diffidence in his Majefty’s Condué&t: Such Surmifes we 
are always to difregard, even though the Nation were in 
much. greater Danger than it is at prefent : For this we 
have many Precedents, but one F fhall take Notice of, 
which I think dire@ly in Point. I believe it will be 
granted, that in the Year 1702, this Nation was in 
greater Danger than it can be fuppofed at prefent; we 
had then a@tually declared War againft France and Spain, 
who had at that Time in Alliance with them, the King 
of Portugal, the Duke of Savoy, and the Duke of Bava- 
via, whereas we had-none but the Emperor and the 
Dutch; yet in that Year, this Houfe not only recom- 
mended to the late Queen, to prevail with the Dutch to 
prohibit Trade with France and Spain, but a@ually made 
it one of the Conditions of the Power they gave her, to 
. augment her Forces, and that no foreign Troops, the 
fhould take into her Service, fhould enter into Engli/e 
Pay, till'that Condition were comply’d with. I do not 
doubt but the Houfe was then told, that fuch a Recom- 
mendation, much more fuch a Condition annexed to their 
Grant, -would fhew a Miftruft in her Majetty’s Condué s 
but they thought it their Duty to do fo, therefore they 
had no Regard to fuch:Infinuations, and we all know, 
that their Behaviour was attended with no bad Confe- 
quence. 

The Ballance of Power in Europe, is certainly of as 
muuch Confequence to other Nations asit is to this; and 
when it comes to be really in Danger, it is not to be 
queftioned but we will find other Powers as ready to join 
with us, as we are to join with them, for its Preferva- 
tion ; and unlefs we thew too much Readinefs to bear al! 
the Expence, it is alfo certain, that thofe who are in 
equal Danger, will never refufe to bear their propor- 
tionable Share of the Expence : But if ever this Nation 
thould fet-itfelf up as the Don Quixote of Furope, we 
may then expe& that moft of the Powers of Eurvre, who 
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are not immediately attack’d, will leave the whole Bur- 
den upen us; and this, I qm afraid, is too much the 
Cafe at prefent ; for as our Neighbours the Dutch, are 
more expofed to the Danger than we are, I muft conclude 
from their Ina€tivity, that either they do not think the 
Ballance of Power in Danger, or otherwife we have 
given them Room to believe, that we will take upon us 
the Defence of this Ballance, without putting them te 
any Trouble or Expence ; and for this Reafon I think it 
is become abfolutely neceffary for us to give fome fuch 
Recommendation to his Majefty, as. is propofed by this 
Amendment, in Order to convince the World, that we 
are not to fet ourfelves up as the Don Quixots of Europe. 
Such a Refolution can fubje&t us to no Dependency, be-- 
caufe it is a Refolution we can alter whenever we have 
a Mind ; for if fuch a Cafe fhould happen, as it is hard- 
Jy poflible it ever will, that moft of the Nations in Exu- 
yope thould refolve to look tamely en, and fee the Bal- 
Jance of Power quite overturned, I would then think it 
the Duty and the Honour of this Nation, rather to play 
the Don Quixote of Europe, than to fee our own Liber- 
ties fwallow’d up in the Ruins of thofe of our Neigh- 
dours. 





. The Queftion being at laft put for agreeing to the 
Amendment, upon a Divifion, it was carry’d in the 
Negative, 265 to 185. 

Then the Queftion was put upon the Motion, which 
was agreed to without a Divifion; and a Committee 
being named .to draw up the Addrefs, they made their 
Report next Day, when the Addrefs was agreedto. The 
Addrefs is inferted in Number 78 of our Regifter, p. 152, 
to which his Majefly return’d the following moft gracious 
Anfwer.

Ou Thurfday the 6th Day of February, it was re- 
folv’d in the Houfe of Commons, That in the Petition 
of any Eleétor or Eleftors, for any County, City, or 
Place, fending Members to Parliament, complaining of 
an undue Eleétion and Return, and alledging that fome 
other Perfon was duly eleSted, and ought to have been 
returned, the fitting Member fo complain’d of, might 
demand and examine into the Qualification of fuch Per- 
fon, fo alledged to be duly eleéted, in the fame Manner 
as if fuch Perfon had himfelf petitioned: Which Refo- 
lution was declared to be a ftanding Order of the Houfe. 

Next Day the Houfe (according to Order) refolw’d it- 
felf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider 
of the Supply granted to his Majefty ; and a Motion 
being made for the Houfe’s coming to a Refolution, That 
30,000 Men fhould be employ’d for Sea-Service, for the 
Year 1735, beginning from the 1ft Day of January 1734. 
This Number was objetted to, as being too large, and 
much larger than what was voted for laft Year; and 
therefore it was moved, that their Refolution fhould be, 
That 20,000 Men fhould be employ’d for Sea-Service 
for the Year 173, beginning from the 1ft Day of ‘fanua- 
ry, 1734, which was the Number voted for aft. Year, 
and was, as they thought, fufficient for the enfuing 
Year. Upon this there enfu’d a Debate, in which the 
Arguments made Ule of for the 30,009 Men were as 
follow, viz. 

SIR, ~ 
wit H Refpeét to the Queftion now before us, T 

hope no Gentleman expeéts, that for his Sitis- 
faftion his Majefty fhould be obliged to difclofe — 
ae oufe 
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Houfe ali the Secrets of his Government, all the Nego- 
tiations he is carrying on with foreign Powers, and all 
the private Informations he may have received, in Rela- 
tion to the Views and Defigns of the feveral Powers now 
engaged in War; nor can it be expetted that his Majefty 
fhould now declare pofitively to us, what he is refolved 
to do, in Relation to his engaging or not engaging in the 
prefent War: If any fuch Thing could be done, I. be. 
lieve it would very foon put an End to the Queftion ; 
but no fuch Thing has ever yet been praétifed, mor has. 
this Houfe ever thought fuch a Practice neceffary, for 
inducing them te agree to any Demand made by the 
Crown, and I hope it never will ; for if ever this 
fhould come to be thought neceffary, it would lay this 
Nation under a very great Difadvantage ; becaufe it 
cannot be expeéted that what is once difclofed in fucha 
numerous Affembly, could continue long a Secret ; from 
whence this Inconvenience would neceffarily enfue, that, 
foreign Powers. might at all Times proceed with great 
Secrecy in their Meafures, for the DeitruGtion or Diftur- 
bance of this Nation, while we could do nothing to an- 
noy our Enemies, nor even provide for our ewn Defence, 
but in the moft open and publick Manner: Nay, if our 
King fhould, at any Time, get Information of the De- 
figns of our Enemies, he would be obliged to difcover to 
this Houfe, that is to fay, he would be obliged to tell 
our Enemies from whom he had that Information ; and, 
upon fuch a Suppofition, it is certain no Information 
would ever be given to us 3 we could never know any, 
Thing of the fecret Defigns of our Enemies, till the 
very Moment of their Execution; and therefore we 
muft conclude, that fuch a Maxim in this Houfe would 
be abfolutely inconfiflent with the Safety of our Coun- 
try ; for which Reafon we muft, in the prefent Cafe, 
and in all fuch Cafes, take the Argument entirely from 
what appears in his Majefty’s Speech, and from thofe 
publick Accounts, which are known to every Gentleman 
in the Houfe. 

Upon this Footing, Sir, and upon no other, fhall I 
prefume to give my Reafons for agreeing to the Aug- 
mentation propofed ; and, indeed, upon this Footing, 
the Reafons are, in my Opinion, fo evident and fo 
ftrong, that there is no Occafion for enquiring into any 
Secrets, in Order to find other -Reafons for our. agreeing- 
to this Augmentation. From what has as yet appeared, 
we aré not, "tis true, obliged to engage in the prefent 
War 3 
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War 3 for as the Motives, or at leaft the pretended Mo- 
tives.for the War, relate entirely to the Affair of Po» 
dand 3 and as that is an Affair in which the Intereft of 
this Nation is no Way concerned, we are not obliged to 
engage in the War upon that Account: The Emperor 
has, indeed, called upon us for the Succours, which he 
pretends are flipulated by the Treaties fubfifling between 
us; but as we are not, by any Treaty, engaged to fup- 
port either one Party or the other in Poland, or to fup- 
port his Imperial Majefty in his Views relating to that 
Kingdom, therefore we do not think ourfelves obliged, 
by any Treaty fubfifting between us, to furnifh him with 
Succours in a War, which has been occation’d, as is pre- 
tended at leait, meerly by the prefent Difpute about the 
Ele&tion of a King of Poland. If we were abfolutely 
certain, that the Motives affigned were the rea! and the 
only Motives for the prefent War ; if we had a full Af- 
furance that the Parties engaged would carry their Views 
no further, I fhould readily grant, that there would 
have been no Occafion for our putting ourfelves to any 
Expence, nor would there be now any Neceflity for the 
Augmentation propofed; but this is what we neither 
could at the Beginning, nor can yet depend on: Foreign 
Courts may have fecret Views which cannot be imme- 
diately difcover’d ; but his Majefty, by offering to in- 
terpofe his good Offices, has taken the molt effeCtual Me- 
thod for difcovering the fecret Views of all the Parties 
concern’d ; and if, by the Interpofition of his good Offi- 
ees, he fhould difcover, that. either of the Parties en- 
gaged in War will accept of no reafonable Terms, we 
may from thence conclude, that the Affair of Poland was 
not the only and real Motive for the War; but that, 
under that Pretence, there was a Defign formed to over- 
turn the Ballance of Power in Europe ; in which Cafe 
we would be obliged, both in Honour and Intereft, as 
well as by Treaty, not only to take a Share in the War, 
but to join with all our Force againft that Party, who we 
found had formed fuch a Defign. 

In the Formation of every Defign for overturning the 
Ballance of Power in Europe, the Party that forms it, 
muft not only have great Ambition, but, before he dares 
attempt to put it in Execution, he muft have fome Hopes 
of Succefs: The Ambition of our Neighbours is what 
we cannot prevent, but we may, by proper Precautions 
feafonably taken, deprive them of all Hopes of Succefs ; 
and by fo doing we fhall always prevent their attempting 
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to put their Defigns in Execution. From this Maxim 
we may fee the Wifdom of the Meafures taken laft Year ¢ 
His Majefty did not find himfclf obliged to take any 
Share in the War, but as the Ambition of either of the 
Parties engaged, might at laft involve this Nation in the 
War 3 therefore he offered to interpofe his good Offices, 
for bringing about an Accommodation. Whatever might 
have been the Views of the Parties engaged at the Begin- 
ning of the War, yet upon feeing this Nation put itfelf 
in fuch a Pofture of Defence, they all thought proper ta 
drop any ambitious Views they might then entertain, 
by accepting of the good Offices his Majefty had offer’d : 
Their ready Compliance in this Refpe&t, can be attribu- 
ted to nothing but the Preparations we made laft Year 

and the Powers that were granted by laft Seffion of Par- 
Hiament to his Majefty ; for by thefe we deprived them of 
all Hopes of fucceeding in any of their ambitious Views. 
It was this that produced an Acceptation of the good 
Offices his Majefty had offered s and if we fhould flacken 
in our Meafures, if we fhould difcontinue our Prepara- 
tions, it would render us defpicable in the Eyes of all 
the Parties engaged in War, and would confequently 
difappoint the good Effeéts we have Reafon to expec from 
that Acceptation. 

At thé Beginning of Jaft Seffion it was very well 
known, that the French were fitting out a large Squadron 
at Breft, and were providing Tranfports and a Land Ar- 
my to be fent along with that Squadron, under Pretence 
of relieving Dantzick. In fuch a Situation, Sir, I fhould 
have thought thofe whv had the Honour to advife the 
King, very imprudent, or very unfaithful Counfellors, 
if they had not advifed him to put the Nation immes 
diately into a State of Defence; for tho’ it was probable, 
neither the French nor any other Power, would attack us 
while we continued neutral ; yet it is certain, it was 
then, and always will be, very much the French Entereft 
to have this Nation of its Side; and if they had then’ 
feen, or fhould upon any fuch Occafion fee, that it would 
be eafy to overturn our Government, by our not bein 
fuficiently provided for Defence, and could, by over- 
turning our Government, get this Nation to join with 
them, it would then have been, and always will be, 
very well worth their while to make the Attempt 
therefore, in Order to preferve the Peace and Quiet of 
the Nation, we ought always to be upon our Guard, an@ 
ought to make fome additional Provifion for our Defencey 
‘ when 
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when any of our Neighbours are fitting out large Squa- 
drons, which may poflibly be made Ufe of to attack or 
invade this Nation. This was the Reafon, and this was 
then, I think, a fufficient Reafon for his Majefty’s defi- 
ring 20,000 Men from lIaft Seffion of Parliament for Sea 
Service ; but from what has fince happen’d, this Reafon 
feems to have gather’d a little more Weight ; for though 
there was no particular Reafon to fufpe&, that the Frenck 
Squadron was déefigned againft us, yet there was no 
other Place in the World for which it could be defign’d, 
except Dantzick ; and whether it was defigned for Dant- 
ick or not, it is certain it did not go to Dantzick ; for 

we all know it continu’d at Bref? the whole Summer. 
After the laft Seffion of Parliament had agreed to the 
20,000 Seamen defir’d by his Majefty, he had an Account, 
that befidés the Squadron fitting out at Bre/?, both the 
French and the Spaniards had given Orders for fitting 
out all their Ships of War, lying in any of their Ports, 
from Totilon round to Brefé ; from whence his Majefly, 
With great Reafon, thought it abfoluttly neceffary to 
thake a fiirthér Addition to his Naval Force ; for which 
Purpofé he applied to his Parliament for a Power to do 
_ 1 5 and in Purfuance of the Powers granted him upon 
that Application, he has fince made an Addition of 7000 
Meh to the Sea Service, fo that our prefent Naval Efla- 
blifiment confifts of 27000 Men; feven Thoufand of 
which muft be reduced, if we fhould agree to grant but 

20,000 Seamien for the enfuing Year. 

aving thus laid the prefent State of our Naval Force 
Béfore you, let us confider the prefent State of the Af- 
fairs of Europe, the Circumftances our Neighbours are in, 
and the Circumftances we are in ourfelves. As to the 
Affairs of Europe, it is certain, they feem to be in no 
léfs dangerous State than they were laft Year ; his Maje- 
fty’s good Offices are, indeed, accepted of, but that Ac- 
céptation has not as yet produced the wifh’d for Effect, 
nor can it be expected it fhould, if his Majefty fhould 
appear to be lefs powerful when he comes to offer Terms 
of Peace, than he was when he made the Offer of his 
good Offices ; we cannot therefore, from the prefent 
ate of the Affairs of Europe, draw any Argument for 
diminifhing our Naval Force. Then, as to the Circum- 
ftances of our Neighbours, it is very certain, that not 
énly all the Ships of War, fitted out either by the French 
ér Spaniards, are continu’d in Commiffion ; but both 
thefe Nations are, with the-utmoft Application, ‘rebui!d- 
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ing and repairing every Ship of Force they have in their 
Dominions, and are, befides, building new Ships of War 
as faft as they can; from whence I think it is evident, 
that inftead of making any Redu€tion of the Naval Force 
we had laft Year, we ought to make fome Addition, and 
the Addition propofed, which is properly but 3000 Men, 
is, in my Opinion, the leafl that can be thought of. 

This muft be thought ftill more reafonable, if we 
confider our own particular Circumftances, and the Dif- 
ficulty there is of getting our Seamen together after they 
are once difperfed. In Countries where abfolute and 
arbitrary Government prevails, they have all their Sea- 
men regifler’d, and they always know where they may 
find them when they have Occafion for them: Their Sea- 
men, as well as all their other Subjeéts, are under. a Sort 
of martial Difcipline, they cannot abfent themfelves 
without a Forelof, and they muft remain abfent no 
longer than their Forelof gives them Leave ; by which 
Means the Government a] ways knows what Number they 
may depend on upon any Emergency ; but in this happy 
Country, where every private Man enjoys his full Li- 
berty, we cannot command our Seamen to flay at Home, 
nor can we call them Home when we havea Mind ; for, 
notwithftanding the Difficulties which every one knows 
we found laft Summer, to man the Fleet then fitted out, 
yet it was computed there were at leaft 11000 Britifh 
Sailors employ’d all laft Summer, on Board of Briti/h 
Ships in the Service of Foreigners, either as Tranfports, 
or as trading Ships : In this Country, we never have 
any Way of providing Sailors. for our Fleet, upon any 
fudden Emergency, but by prefling thofe. Seamen we find 
‘by Chance at Home, or upon our. own Coafis; and this 
Method is always attended with fo many Inconvenien- 
cies, that, in Order to prevent our being at any Time 
reduced to that Neceflity, every Man who has a due Re- 
gard to the Liberty and Happinefs of the Subjest, mutt 
agree, that we ought, upon every Occafion, to begin 
early to provide againft any Danger we think we have 
Reafon to apprehend. 

In all the Meafures we have hitherto taken, relating 
to the prefent War, our antient and natural Allies, the 
Dutch, have cordially joined with us in every Thing : 
They joined heartily with his Majefty, in offering their 
good Offices for compofing the prefent unhappy  Diffe- 
rences in Europe, and they have likewife joined with his 
Majefty, in concerting a proper Plan for a sgeentts 
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It may perhaps be infinuated, that they have put them- 
felves to no Expence on “Account of the prefent War ; 
but this .is neither a juft nor a true Infinuation ; for it 
is very well known, that before this War broke out, 
they had refolved to have made a very confiderable Re- 
du@ion of their Land Forces. Every one knows, that 
foon after the Peace of Utrecht, they ‘reduced their Army 
fo 32000°Men, and for feveral Years after, they kept it 
at that Number ; but upon a Change which happen’d in 
the Affairs of Europe, they augmented it again to 52000 
Men, and at that Time we likewife found it neceffary to 
increafe our Army to 26000 Men: The War with which 
Europe was then threaten’d was happily prevented ; and 
as foon-as it was, ‘we immediately began to reduce our 
Army 3 we reduced at firft 5000, and foon after 2000, of 
the Number we had increafed it to ; but the Dutch made 
at that Time no Redu€ttion : They never thought of ma- 
King any Reduftion, till the very Year before the pre- 
fent War broke out; then, indeed, a Refolution was 
agtually taken in fome of the Provinces, to reduce 10,000, 
and ‘that was foon to have been follow’d by the Reduc- 
tion of: another 10,000, in‘ Order to have brought their 
Army to its former Standard of er Men: Both thefe 
Reduétions were put off, méerly on Account of the 
prefent' War’; fo that, to -fpedk properly, they have put 
themfelves to the Expence of maintaining 10,600 Men 
ever fince the War began ; and therefore it is not to be 
wonder’d;-if they have made’rio Addition to their Ficer, 
efpecially if we confider, that they are in no Dimzger of 
being attacked by Sea, and thé'bad Condition their Navy 
happens to be in at prefent, ‘which is occafioned by the 
vaft Expence they were put to Guring the laft War, in 
which they were obliged to maintain a much greater 
Number of Land Forces than we maintain’d, and were 
farther obliged to be at the Expence of all the Sieges 
that were undertaken during the War. 

~The Dutch, tis true, concluded a Treaty of Neutra- 
lity with France, with regard to the Auffrian Nether- 
lands; but it is not ‘from thence to be concJuded, that 
they are engaged in any Intereft feparate from us. They 
were no Way concerned in the Affair of Poland, no more 
than we; if their Barrier was fecured, and the Ballance 
of Power not brought in any Danger, they had good 
Reafon ‘to think themfelves no Way concerned in the 
War 3 the firft they provided for by their Treaty of 
Neutrality, and the laft could be in no Danger, as tong 
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as the Parties engaged in the War, confined their Views 
to what they then publickly declared ; but if either of 
them fhould begin to extend their Views, and thereby 
bring the Ballance of Power into Danger, the Dutch 
would be then at Liberty, and would certainly do what 
was incumbent upon them in fuch a Conjun&ure ; and 
till that Conju&ture happens, we can have no more Con- 
cern jn the War than they: Nay further, in the conclu- 
ding of that Treaty of Neutrality, fo careful were the 
Dutch to preferve to themfelves.a Liberty of doing af- 
terwards what they fhould find proper ; that by an ex- 
prefs Provifion in the. Treaty, they have referyed to 
themfe] ves a Power of fending the flipulated Succours 
to thé Emperor, in Cafe they fhould find it neceffary to 
do fo. 

Thus it appears, that the Dutch. are fo far from ha- 
ving fallen into any Meafures feparate from us, that 
they have continu’d a heavy Charge upon themfelves, in 
Order to be ready to join.with us in any Meafure that 
may hereafter appear, neceMary, for preferving the Bal- 
lance of Power, in Europe 5..and, for that Reafon, as well 
as a great many others, I think it is incumbent. upon us 
to put, ourfelves in fuch a Condition, as may enable us 
to att that Part which Great Britain ought to undertake, 


in the, glorious Caufe of -preferving and fecuring the 
Liberties of Europe, antes 





. To this it was anfwer'd as follows, viz. 
STR, erty 

Believe it was never pretended to be Jaid down asa 

{ Maxim in this Houfe, that, in Order to induce.us ta 
agree to the Demands made, by the Crown, the King 
was obliged to difclofe to us all the Secrets of his Go- 
vernment; but when we are to lay heavy Taxes upon 
the People we reprefent, I muft think fome other Rea- 
fons ought to be given us, than; thofe we meet with in 
publick Gazettes, and common News-papers.:. Such Ac- 
counts I fhall always think below the Notice of a Bri- 
zifh Houfe of Commons ; but fince we have at prefent 
none other before us, I fall condefcend, or rather beg - 
Leave, to argue from fuch Informations, ag well as the 
Gentlemen who feem to differ from me in Opinion ; 
However, I hope this Pragtice, will not be drawn inta 
Precedent, for I fhall always think it inconfiftent with 
the Honour of this Houfe, and with the Duty we.owe 
to our Copflituents; We ought never to ground. oug 
Opiniong 
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Opinions upon any Informations, but fuch as we receive 
direGily from the Throne, or fuch as are laid before us 
in the moft folemn Manner; and if in any Cafe we 
ought to be cautious in this Refpeét, it ought furely to 
be in Matters which may any Way relate to the loading 
of the Subje& with Taxes. 

As no Account has been laid before us of any of our 
late Treaties or Negotiations ; as we have had no Ac. 
count how this Nation flands engaged, with refpe& to 
either of the Parties now at War, it. is certain, that the 
Argument now before us, muft be taken up entirely 
upon the Footing of his Majefty’s Speech, and of thofe 
= Accounts, which every Man knows who is a 

ember of any Coffee-houfe Club, as well as every 
Gentleman who has the Honour to be a Member of this 
Houfe. If we look into his Majefty’s Speech, we there 
find, that he has not yet engaged himfelf any Way but 
by ‘his good Offices, for reconciling the Differences at 
prefent fubfifting in Europe ; From his Majefly’s Speech 
it cannot therefore be pretended, that we are now in any 
greater Danger than we were laft Year, unlefs thefe 
good; Offices have been employ’d in fuch a blundering 
Way, by thofe his: Majefty has entrufted, as to make us 
Parties in the Difpute, which I hope no Man in the 
leaft fufpefts 3 and therefore, from his Majefty’s. Speech, 
there cannot be drawn any Show of an Argument for the 
Augmentation propofed. 

- The Argument then, muft reft wholly upon the Ac- 
counts we have from publick Gazettes and Newfmongers 
and if any Credit can be given to fuch: Informations, I 
muft now think, as indeed I have always thought, that 
20,090 Seamen were more than fufficient for the Service 
of this Nation laft Year; for, confidering that thofe 
from whom we have any Thing to fear by Sea, were 
then deeply engaged in War, it could not be fappofed 
that they would infult or invade. us, unlefé they had 
found that we were to have engaged againft them. If 
fhall grant, that it would have been. very much for the 
Intereft of France to have had. this. Nation joined with 
them ; but, confidering the great Standing Army we 
then had in Britain and Ireland, confidering the Number 
of Ships we then had in Commiflion, and confidering 
how generally well affe&ted this Nation is to the prefent 
happy Eftablifhment, can we fuppofe that France would 
have attempted to overturn our Government, with a 
Squadron of 18°or 29 Men of War, and an Army of foue 
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or five Regiments, when; by making fuch an Attempt, 
and failing’in it, they would have drawn the ‘higheft 
Refentment of this Nafion-upon themfelves, and that at 
a Time when ‘they were deeply engaged in War with 
another Power, and when, without fuch a Provocation, 
they had, in “all Appearance, nothing to fear from this 
Nation ? Apprehenfions founded upon: fuch odd Suppo- 
fitions, can never be-wanting ; and if this Houfe thould 
give Way to fucth Apprehenfions, we muft never expec 
to ibe relieved’ from. the Load of Debts and Taxes we 
now groan under. 
But we had: laft Year fo little Reafon to fear that 
Braice chad any Defign againft us, that. it was certdin 
their> Fleet. whith was fitted out at: Bref?, iwas at firft 
defigned for the Reliefoof Dantaick, and would probably 
have failed thithér: time enough .toihavé prevented the! 
Ruin of that trading Proteftant City, if it had not been: 
for our extraordinary, and, I think, wnneceffary Arma. 
ment in Britain. * The honourable Gentiemea took Noe: 
tice, that the Bref? Fleet did nat; go to Davtzick, and: 
féewied: from thence ‘td infinuate, that it was< defigned: 
againft this Country, if the Defign had not. been) pre- 
vented ‘by our Preparations; but it is very well known, 
that it wasiour Preparagions ‘that. prevented that Fieet’s 
friting tor Dantzick; ds it was reably idefign’d 5 itis very! 
well known, that\Spain imagined our Fleet was defigned ; 
for the Mediterranean, in Order to. prevent their Expe-. 
dition againg Waples. had. Sicily,:and therefore they infi- 
Sifted upon it, ° that: the Frenck .Fieet: fhould remain at 
Breft, in Order! to>watch the Motions of the F leet. we 
were fitting out. This was,) I believe; the true and the; 
only Reafon why that Fleet did not fail to the Relief of 
Dantzick ; but this! was not the only Effet. of our voting 
20,000 Men for: SeasService': Neither ‘France nor Spain 
could imagine,. nor could they, Iithink, have any. Rea- 
fon to imagine, that:-we were putting ourfelves to fuch 
a'vaft. Expence, for no other End but to make a Show at 
Spithead or in the Downs; they both began very reafo- 
nably to fulpe&t, that we had fome Defign againft them ; 
and, upon this Account, they both began to add to their 
Naval Preparations ; this again, we find, increafed our 
Jealoufies.and Fears, and produced that memorable Vote 
of Credit, with which the Jaft Parliament, J may fay,. 
expired ; "and, in Purfuance of that Vote of Credit, we: 
are now told, this. Nation has been charged with main- 
taining 7000 idle Seamen, befides the 20,000 voted by 
the 
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the laft Seflion of aft Parliament. Thus one unneceflary 
Expence produced another, and both are now joined toge- 
‘ther, not only to be continued, but alfo to produce a 
third, 

However, tho’ I am ftillof Opinion, that 2c,000 Men 
‘was a Number much greater than was neceflary for the 
Service of the laft Year, yet I fhall not propofe to leffen 
that Number for the Year enfuing 3 but I am really fur- 
prifed to hear an Augmentation of one half of that Num- 
ber called for, and that without his Majefty’s having fig- 
nify’d to us, cither in his Speech, or by a particular 
‘Meffage, that fome Defigns were hatching agiinf this 
Nation in particular, or againft the Liberties of Europe 
-in general. His Majefty’s having made an Addition lat 
Year of 7000 Men, by Virtue of the Powers granted 
him by lait Seflion of Parliament, cannot be any Argu- 
meant with me, asa Member of this Houfe, for conti- 
nuing that Number, unlefs his Majefty had been pleafed 
to communicate his Reafon for making that Addition : 
As his Majefty has not been pleafed to do fo, and as L 
am of Opinion that 20,000 was too great a Number, [ 
muft: confequently be more flrongly convinced, that 
27000 was too great a Number ; and as I cannot fee that 
we are in any greater Danger this Year than we were 
the laft, I muft therefore be againft loading my Confli- 
tuents with maintaining that additional Number for the 
Year enfuing. : 

Ite may be true, that the French and Spaniards have 
continued their Ships of War in Commiffion ; but if we 
can rely upon publick News-papers, and thefe, it feems, 
are the only Accounts we are to have; the French have 
difmiffed all or moft of the Seamen belonging to their 
Breft Squadron ; and neither they nor the Spaniards are 
making any extraordinary Naval Preparations, nor are 
they fitting out any confiderable Squadron at any Port in 
either of the Kingdoms ; fo that we have this Year real- 
ly lefs Reafon to apprehend any Danger by Sea, than 
we had the laft; becaufe it cannot now be faid, that a 
foreign Squadron, with a Land Army on Board, is to 
pafs by our very Doors: They may, perhaps, have a 
little more Command over their Seamen than we have, 
though I cannot allow they have a great deal, confidering 
our Method of prefling ; but it is.not poflible for both 
thefe Nations joined together, to fit out a Fleet fuddenly 
and privately, ftronger than any we can fend againg 


it, as long as we have 20,000 Seamen in a€tual Service ; 
; for 
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for it is very well known, that if a Man of War has two 
Thirds Sailors on Board, and another Third Land-Men, 
fhe is always fufficiently mann’d either for Sailing or 
Fighting ; fo that from a hot Prefs among our Coafteté, 
Colliers, and inland Trade, we could ina very few Days 
increafe the Number of Men on Board our Ships of War 
to 40,000 at leaft, which is a greater Number than we 
ever had Occafion for during the laft heavy War, 32000 
Seamen and 8000 Marines being the greateft Number that 
was ever provided in any one Year during that War. 

Whether the Motives for the prefent War relate en- 
tirely to the Affair of Poland, or whether we had any 
Concern in that Affair, is what I fhall not take upon 
me to determine ; but I think it is pretty plain, that 
the Motives of the Kings of Spain and Sardinia could 
not any Way relate to the Affair of Poland; their Mo- 
tives certainly proceeded chiefly from fome late Tranf- 
a&tions between the Emperor and them, in which, I 
believe, we had fome Concern: And even with Refpe& 
to the Affair of Poland, if we give Credit to common 
Reports, which are the only Grounds of our prefent 
Debate, we had fome Concern for that too; for it has 
been confidently reported, that when Auguftus, late King 
of Poland, was firft taken ill, which was a Year or two 
before his Death, the French Court, with which we were 
then in very good Terms, defired to know of us, whom 
we inclined to have for Succeffor to Auguftus, as King of 
Poland ; that we did not then give them any pofitive 
Anfwer, but told them negatively, we did not incline 
that any German Prince fhould be raifed to that Dignity $ 
and that fome Time after, there were pofitive Inftructions 
fent to our Minifter in Poland, to co-operate with the 
French Minifter, in bringing about the Ele&tion of King 
Staziflaus : This is only a common Report, and there- 
fore I fhall not take upon me to aver the Truth of it 5 
but as the Letters and Inftruftions fent upon that Occa- 
fion to our Minifter in Poland, were moved for in laft 
Parliament, though a Negative was then put upon it, I 
hope it will hereafter be comply’d with, in order te 
clear our Condu& from that Imputation. 

To deprive our Neighbours of all Hopes of Succefs in 
any of their ambitious Views, is, without Doubt, thé 
moft effe€tual Way to prevent their forming any fuch, 
or at leaft their attempting to put them in Execution = 
But how is this to be-done? It is to be done by a wife 
and frugal Management of our Affairs in Times of no 
Danger, 
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Dinger, by avoiding all Occafions of needlefs Expence, 
anid by reférving our whole Strength for the Day of rea! 
Dangér : Our Ships of War may foon be fitted out. our 
Armiés mdy foon be’ raifed and brought into the Field, 
if we have but Morley enotigh for thefe Purpofes ; but 
if we Have thrown’ away dur Money upon idle and un- 
neceflary Armaments ; if, by vain Fears and ridiculous 
Appreténfidns, we have run ourfelves in Debt, or neg- 
letted’ to’ cleat’ thofé Mortgages our former Misfortunes 
had fubjested’ asto, our ambitious Neighbours wil! look 
upon’ us* with Contempt, and’ will certainly conclude, 
that! if is not' in’ bur Power to puta Stop to their ambi- 
tisus Define. In this View, Sir, is it not evident, 
that tle’ rflore Money we fpend in unneceffary Arma- 
ments) arid’ before’ the’ Danger calls upon us, the lefs 
able’ we will be to-deprive our Neighbours of the Hopes 
of Succefs in’any of their ambitious Projects. Neither 
this Nation, nor the Liberties of Europe are, at prefent, 
in atiy apparent and imminent Danger ; but a Time 
thay come, a Conjunfture may happen, when we, and 
perhaps the gteateft Part of the World, wil! be :neceffa- 
rily involved in a'moft dangerous and a moft bloody War : 
If the’ prefeht Emperor fhould die before the Affairs of 
Germanyate fully fettled, may not every Gentleman fore 
feé whit’ muft be the Confequences : The Princes of the 
Enipité alt tearing one another to Pieces, and every one 
of it# Neighbours endeavouring to take hold of fome 
Pat@ of the Auffrian Dominions : The Turks attacking it 
on ont Side,’ the French attacking it on the other, and the 
Ballance of Power in Danger of being loft, let whatever 
Side’ be' the Conqueror. This, Sir, is an Event that may 
happen, F hope it never will, but as it is pofible, we 
ought to provide againft it; and for that Reafon we 
ought not to exhauft the Money and the Strength of the 
Nation in neédlefs Expences or unneceflary Equipments : 
Whereas’ we feem purfuing a quite contrary Meafure, 
tho’ it be now, with Refpeét to this Nation, a Time of 
profound Peace and Tranquility, yet I reckon our Ex- 
pefices for next Year will amount to three or four Mil- 
lions, which is a moft prodigious Expence, a greater 
Expence’ than the Nation was put to in ally one Year of 
that’ heavy Wat in King William’s Reign; for the Ex- 
pences'of that War never exceeded three Millions a Year: 
And even duting the War in Queen Annes Reign, that 
War which proved fo glorious to this Nation, and fo 
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beneficial to every one of our Allies, there never was a 
greater Number of Seamen provided for by Parliament, 
than what is now propofed in a Time of profound Peace ; 
for 30,000 Seamen and 8000 Marines, was, as I have 
already taken Notice, the greateft Number that was pro- 
vided for by Parliament, in any one Year of that glo- 
rious and fuccefsful War. 

To pretend, Sir, that the Preparations we made laft 
Year, or the Powers granted by laft Seflion of Parlia- 
ment to his Majefty, produced the Acceptation of our 
good Offices, is fomething very furprifing, efpecially 
when we confider what Sort of an Acceptation we have 
been favour’d with: The Emperor has accepted of our 
good Offices under this exprefs Provifion, that his Ac- 
ceptance fhould not be looked on as a pafling from thofe 
Succours which he infifted on we were obliged to furnifh 
him, by the Treaties now fubfifling between us: And 
the Allies have likewife made their Acceptation condi- 
tional ; for they have accepted of our good Offices under 
this exprefs Condition, that we fhould continue neutral, 
with refpe& to the prefent Difputes between them and 
the Emperor. Can it be imagined that warlike Prepara- 
tions were neceffary, or that extraordinary Powers gran- 
ted by Parliament were neceflary for producing fuch 
limited Acceptations ? Can any Man doubt but that we 
would have obtained fuch an Acceptation of our good 
Offices, tho’ no fuch Preparations had ever been made, 
tho’ no fuch Powers had ever been granted. But even 
fuppofing that this Acceptation was produced by the 
warlike Preparations we made laft Year, muft not every 
Man agree, that this conditional limited Acceptation has 
coft us a terrible Price, when he. confiders, that it has 
coft this Nation at leaft a Milion Sterling ; and if the 
Plan we are to offer, in Purfuance of this Acceptation, 
fhould at laft be reje&ted, what Benefit, what Honour 
can we receive from the Expences we have put our- 
felves to? 

For our encouragement to go on with thefe peaceful 
Preparations, we are told, that the Dutch have joined 
cordially with us in all our Meafures: This I thall not 
fay I am furprifed at, for it really amazes me. How 
far they have joined with us in the Tender of good Off- 
ces, or in concerting a Plan for a Pacification, I thall 
not pretend to determine : In this they may, perhaps, 
have complimented us a little, becaufe it coft them no- 
thing ; and they may eafily excufe themfelves in = 
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the Plan fhould prove difagreeable to either of the Par- 
ties concern’d ; but that they have put themfelves to the 
fame Expence we have done, or that they have put 
themfelves to any Expence on Account of the prefent 
War, cannot furely with any Juftice be pretended. To 
tell us, that juft before the War broke out, one, or per- 
haps two, of the Seven United Provinces, had come toa 
Refolution, to reduce 10,000 Men, and to conclude from 
thence that 20,000 would certainly have been reduced, if 
the War had not broke out, muft appear to be a very ex- 
traordinary Sort of Reafoning, to every Man who une 
derftands any Thing of the Conflitution of that Repub- 
lick : By their Conftitution, every one of the Seven Pro- 
vinces muft have confented, before that Refolution could 
have taken Effe&t ; and tho’ the interior Provinces, who 
lie remote from Danger, were perhaps for that Reduc- 
tion, yet the Frontier Provinces, whofe only Defence 
againft fudden Invafions, confifis in the Multitude of 
their fortiy’d Towns, the Strength of their Fortifica- 
tions, and the Numbers of Men in the feveral Garrifons, 
would never have confented to fuch a Reduétion ; fo that 
the Refolution taken by one Province, would probably 
have been of no Effeét, even as to the 10,000; but to 
argue from thence, that they would certainly have re- 
duced another 10,009, is really fuch Reafoning as I am 
amazed to hear in this Houfe: It really looks as if fome 
Gentlemen thought we wanted only a Pretence for agree~ 
ing to what they have a Mind to propofe. 

Tis true, the Dutch did, immediately after the Peace 
of Utrecht, reduce their Army to 32,0€0 Men; but at 
that Time they knew, that all the Kingdoms and States 
of Europe were fick of Wars they could eafily forefee, 
or at Jeaft they thought fo, that there was not the leait 
Danger of any Rupture for feveral Years to come 3 and 
therefore their Frontier Provinces then eafily confented 
to that great Reduétion ; but confidering the waft exten= 
five Frontier they have to guard, and the Multitude of 
Garrifons they are obliged to keep in their Frontier 
Towns as well as in the Barrier Towns they have in the 
Auftrian Netherlands, fuch a fmall Number of regular 
Troops is almoft at all Times inconfiftent with the Safety 
of their State ; and moreover it is, and always was, in 
confiftent with, and contrary to, the Treaties and Alli- 
ances they have both with the Emperor and us ; accor- 
dingly, both the Emperor and we complained heavily 
at that Time, of the great ReduStion they had made s 
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and this Nation in particular, had Jike to have fuffer’d 
by it; for, upon the Rebellion, which broke out foon 
aiter in this Kingdom, it is well known, that the Dutch 
could not fend us the Quota of Troops which, upon that 
Occafion, they were obliged by Treaty to fend us, ‘till 
we got Troops marched down from Germany to replace 
their Troops, before a Man of them could ftir out of the 
Garrifon he belonged to: Nay further, it is yery well 
known, that the Emperor, by Treaty, pays them yearly 
5 or 600,9c0 Crowns out of the firft and readieft of his 
Revenugs in the Netherlands, in Order to enable them to 
maintain their Barrier, and to keep at all Timesa fufi- 
cient Body of Troops in their Service ; fo that if they 
fhould make any great Reduétion in their Army, the 
Emperor would have very good Reafon to flop the Pay- 
ment of that Subfidy: Upon the whole, we muff con- 
clude, that if the Dytch had made any ReduGion in their 
Army, and much more the two Reduftions talk’d of by 
the honourable Gentleman, they would have aéted con- 
trary to the Treaties fubfiftisg between them and their 
Allies, and inconfiftently with the Safety of their Coun- 
try 3 therefore we ought certainly to prefume, that all 
the Seven Provinces would never have confented fo it, 
though no War had broke out; and I am apt to believe 
the Refolution talk’d of, which was a Refolution of the 
Province of Holland only, was a Piece of meer Policy, 
without any Defign that the Refolution fhould aftually 
take Effect. ; 

Thus I have, I think, made it evident, that the 
Dautca have put themfelves to no Expence on Account of 
the War, no, not even in the Senfe the honourable Gen- 
tleman was pleafed to infift on 5 and, indeed, they have 
not of jate feemed to join cordially with us in any Thing 
but good Offices, which they are fure can neither put 
them to any Expence, nor do them any other Injury : 
Their Treaty of Neutrality, it is certain, they concerted 
and concluded without our Participation 5 and, I believe, 
without our Privity ; and though they have referved 4 
Power of fending the flipulated Succours to the Empe- 
ror, yet that does not much alter the Cafe, if we confi- 
der what is meant by thefe Succours. 

_ The Succours there meant, are thofe ftipulated by the 
late Treaty of Vienna, in which we, ’tis true, got them 
named principal contraéting Parties; but this, ta me, 
eems to have been nothing but a poor Expsdient, con- 
trived by fome of the Minillers concerned in that Nego: 
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tiation, on Purpofe to make the World believe, that we 
did nothing but in Concert with our antient and natural 
Allies the Dutch ; for in the negotiating and concluding 
of that Treaty they were fo far from atting cordially, or 
in Concert with us, that after we had gone at once over 
Head and Ears into that Treaty, and hed thereby obliged 
ourfelves to guaranty the Pragmatick San@ion, tofis viri- 
éus, it was with great Difficulty they were, after a long 
Negotiation, brought in to accede to that Treaty, tho’ we 
had then a noble Lord at the Hague as our Minifter, who 
was as able a Minifter, and as good a Negotiatar, as any 
we ever had in any Part of Europe ; and even at laft they 
were very far from coming plumb into that Treaty or 
Guaranty ; for the Succours they then flipulated, were 
limited to 4000 Foot and 1000 Horfe, or a Number of 
Ships in Proportion to that Number of Troops, at their 
own Option; fo that we may believe, the French gave 
themfelves very little Trouble about admitting that Re- 
ferve in the Treaty of Neutrality, afterwards concluded 
between them and the Dutch. 

Nay further, notwithflanding this limited Manner of 
the Dutch Acceffion to the Treaty of Vienna, yet fo clear- 
ly did they forefee the Confequences of that Treaty, that 
the very next Day after the Acceflion was fign’d, their 
Penfionary came to that noble Lord, who was then, as I 
have faid, our Minifter at the Hague, and propofed to 
him, to enter with us into a Treaty of Neutrality, not 
only with Refpeét to Flanders, but alfo with Refpett ta 
feveral other Countries in Europe, about which, Dif- 
putes might arife ; and, I fuppofe, upon our negleéting 
or refufing that Propofition, they afterwards refolved on 
the Treaty of Neutrality with France, and concluded it 
without letting us into the Secret. Thus, Sir, the Dutch 
have, in all their Negotiations, taken particular Care of 
their own Security, without rafhly difobliging any 
Power in Europe 3 whereas we, by our hafty and inconfi- 
derate Conclufion of the Treaty of Hanover, and the 
Meafures thereafter purfued, difobliged both the Empe- 
ror and Spain, without gaining one Advantage to our- 
felves; by the Treaty of Seville, by which we endea- 
voured to reconcile ourfelves to Spain, we fill further 
difobliged the Emperor, without obtaining any Advan- 
tage to ourfelves, or even Satisfattion from Spain for the 
Depredations committed upon us ; and by the Treaty of 
Kienna we again difpbliged Spain, and highly affronted 
Brance, fill without obtaining any Advantage for this 
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Nation, but, on the contrary, engaging ina very dange- 
rous Guaranty: This, indeed, neither France nor any 
other Power had Reafon to be angry at, but France had 
fome Reafon to be affronted at the Manner in which it 
was done ; becaufe, by the Treaty of Hanover, in which 
France and we were the two principal contraéting Par- 
ties, both were exprefly obliged to enter into no Nego- 
tiation or Treaty, without communicating the fame to 
the other. 

From what the honourable Gentleman faid, about our 
having reduced $000 Men, out of the 26coo our Army 
was increafed to, after the late famous Treaty of Hano- 
ver, he feems to think, that this Nation is always to be 
loaded with an Army of 18000 at Jeaft, even in the 
Times of the greateft Tranquility ; but I muft beg his 
Pardon to obferve, that in a Time of profound Tran- 
quility, an Army of 7 or 8000 Men is not only fufi- 
cient, but as great as ought to be kept up in this Na- 
tion, if we have a Mind to preferve our Liberties ; and 
therefore I muft conclude, that if this War had not 
broke out, we would certainly have reduced 10,000 of 
our regular Troops laft Year ; for it is as much incon- 
fiflent with the Safety of this Nation to keep up more 
than 8000 in Time of Peace, as it is inconfiflent with 
the Safety of the Dutch to keep lefs than 520005 be- 
eaufe we have no Frontier to defend, nor any Garrifon 
to fupport ; there can be no Reafon affigned for our 
keeping up any greater Number in Time of Peace, un- 
jefs it be to fupport a hated Minifter, againft the Re- 
fentments of an injur’d People 5 which I hope will 
never be the Cafe of this Nation, but if ever it fhould, 
Iam fure it would then be ridiculous to call ourfelves a 
free Peopic. In this View, let us confider the Charges 
we have been at on Account of the prefent War ; we 
have been at the Charge of this 10,000 Land Forces, 
which we might ctherwife have reduced ; we have been 
at the Charge of 6 or 7000 Land Forces, which have 
been added to eur former Number ; and if we have at 
prefent 27000 Seamen in our Pay, we have been at the 
Charge of adding .no lefs than 19000 Men to our Naval 
Force ; fo that, if it were true, that the Dutch have 
kept up 20,000 Men, which they intended to have re- 
duced, yet the Expence they have been at would not be 
equal to what we have been at, nor could it be any Ar- 
gument for the Augmentation now propofed ; becaufe it 
is not fo much as pretended, that the Dutch intend to put 
themfelves 
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themfelves to any greater Charge for the Year enfuing, 
than they were at in the Year paft; and therefore 1 
mutt think the honourable Gentlemen, who are for the 
Augmentation propofed, would have done better not to 
have mentioned the Dutch in this Day’s Debate ; for let 
them put the Conduét of the Dutch in what Light they 
will, it can no Way anfwer the prefent Purpofe. 

As for that material Queftion, Whether or no we 
ought to engage in the prefent War? It is, indeed, a 
material Queftion ; but it is a Queftion which no Gen- 
tleman in this Houfe, nor any Man in the Nation, can 
anfwer, without being let into the Secret of al! our late 
Treaties and Negotiations. Thus much I fhal! fay, that 
confidering the melancholy Situation of this Country, 
the great Load of Debts, and the heavy Taxes we al- 
ready groan under, it is certain we ought not to involve 
ourfelves in War, but in a Cafe of the extremeft Ne- 
ceffity, and ’till that happens, I am very fure, that every 
Article of Expence ought to be moft cautioufly avoided, 
that we may be the more able to fupport a War, when 
fatal Neceflity drives us into it whether we wil! or no. 
If neither the Liberties of Europe in general, nor the 
Intereft of this Nation in particular, be in Danger by 
the prefent War, we have already gone too far; for be- 
fides the great Expence we have put ourfelves to, the 
great Preparations we have made may difappoint and 
prevent the Effe&t of thofe good Offices which his Maje- 
fty is employing, for reftoring the Peace of Europe ; be- 
caufe they may give one Side Reafon to hope that we 
are to join with them, which will of Courfe prevent 
their hearkening to thofe Terms of Peace they would 
otherwife have been glad to have accepted of ; or they 
may givea Jealoufy to the other Side, that we are to 
join againft them, which will of Courfe make them 
fufpeé& every Thing we can propofe, for bringing about 
an Accommodation. 

Befides thefe Difadvantages, it is certain, that the 
great Naval Equipment we made laft Year, puta very 
great Damp upon our Trade, and gave all our Neigh- 
bours, but more particularly the Dutch, a very great 
Advantage over us: It is true, we exported a great 
Quantity of Corn laft Summer, but that was owing to 
the Situation and Circumftances of our Country, and not 
at all to our Management ; for while our Merchants 
were paying double Freight for Ships, and double Wages 
to Seamen, the Dutch, the Hambourgers, and all our 
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other Rivals in Trade, where carrying on their Frade 
at the ufual Rates, which gave themia great Advantage 
in every Branch of Trade, more particularly in the 
Corn Trade, where the ufual Freight bears futh 2 great 
Proportion to the prime Coft: Nay, fuch a Scarcity was 
there at aft of Seamen in this Kingdom, that our Mer- 
chants could not really get Ships to carry out the Car- 
goes‘of Corn they Had ready to have been exported 5 and 
while aStop was thus put to our Exportation, the Dutch 
and others, who had by this Time got an Account of the 
Demand, fent’ out their Ships, and glutted the Mar- 
kets for Corn, both in Spain and Portugal, as well as in 
Italy ; fo that if we had not made fuch a great Naval 
Equipment, it is certain, a much greater Quantity’ of 
our Corn would: have been exported! than really was. 

But if the: Ballance‘of Power in Europe, or the parti+ 
cular Intereft'of this: Nation was really in Danger, fure 
ly we ought to have engaged at firf¥; we ought’ not 
furely to wait ’till thofe whofe Intereft it is to join with 
us‘ in the Defence of either, be’ fo far difabled as to be 
rendered incapable efther to affift us, or to defend them- 
feives. As to the particular Intereft of this: Nation, 
whether it be in Danger or not from the prefent War, 
muft entirely depend upon our late Negotiations 5 and 
therefore it is, at prefent, impoffiible for me to form any 
Judgment in that Refpe&, becaufe I am entirely igno- 
rant of our Situation, in fo far as' relates to our foreign 
Affairs’; but from our not having joined in the Begin: 
ning'of the War, I muft conclude, that the particular 
Intereft of this’ Nation is no Way concerned in it;) and 
therefore I muft think it was quite unneceffary'to put 
ourfelves'to any Charges on that Account. 

As for the Ballance of Power, it ought certainly to be 
preferved : In this, all the other Pritices' and States of 
Europe are as much, nay more nearly concerned thin we, 
therefore they ought to bear their Share in the Expence, 
and will certainly do fo when they find it neceffary ; 
but if, upon this Pretence, we run ourfelves headlong 
into every Broil that happens in’ Furope, the Dufch, ag 
_ well as the reft, will very probably leave the whole 
Charge upon us ; they will neglect providing in Time 
even for their own Defence, when they find us’ fuch 
Dupes, as to be ready, on all Occafions, to make that 
Provifion for them : Whether our late Preparations 
heave given them any Ground to think fo, I fhall not 
pretend to determine ; but I look upon the Dutch to be a 
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very wife Péople, I miift either conclude that they think 

fd; iti WHich Cafe we ought not, by any new Augmenta- 

tion; ‘to encourage them in that Opinion; or I mutt 

concliide, that the Ballance of Power is not in any Dan- 

gti ; for though it could be fuppofed that the chief Ma- 

giflrates in Holland were inclined to facrifice the Intereft 

or Safety of their Country, to their own Safeties, or their 

own littlé private Views ; yet if the Ballance of Power 

were iti atly Danger, the People would force them to join 

in the War: The Magiftrates of that Republick are not 

protested ¢ither by Riot Aéts, or by regular Troops quar- 

ter’d in the very Bowels of théeir Country ; and therefore 

ttt Pégple might, and certaihly would force them to do 

théit Duty, or would maffacre them as they have done 

hetéetoforé : For this Reafon I am inclined to think, that 

thé Baflahce' of Power is not yet in any Danger ; and if 
the Balfdtice of Power be as yet in no Danger, nor the 

pifticular Inteteft of this Nation in any Danger, there 

was ho Ocdafion for our being at any Expence on Account 
of thé prefent War, much lefs is there any Occafion for 
of putting ourfelves to the Expence of the Augmenta- 
tion‘ propofed ; for which Reafon I muft be againtft it, 





The Reply made to this, was in Subftance as follows = 
STIR, 
Entlemen have of late fallen into a Method of de. 
cE parting from the Queftion in Hand; and throwing 
out a great’ many Things no Way relating to the Subjett 
they fpeak to. This I fuppofe they do with Defign to 
make an Impreffion upon forme that hear them, and con- 
{cious that they cannot convince by Reafon, they endea- 
voir to perfuade by Oratory, and by flourifh’d Expref- 
fionsind Way relating to the Affair in Difpute: Thougle 
it be a to follow them in thefe Deviations, 
yet, as fucH®Things ought not to pafs without fome Sort 
of Anfwer, I hope the Houfe will give me Leave to 
miake a few Remarks upon fome Things that have been 
faid, notwithftanding their having no Relation to the 
Affair row before us; but firft FE fhall endeavour to 
fpeak to the Queftion in Hand. The only proper Que- 
ftion pw before us I take to be, What is the Number of 
Seatiien neceffary for the Security of this Nation during 
thie’ enfuing Year ? Which is a Queftion that, in my Opi- 
nion, no Way relates to our paft Conduét, to the Con- 
daét of any of our Allies, not to the Queftion, Whether 
or no we ought to take a Share in the prefent War ? 
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_ With Relation to the Queflion now before us, his Ma- 
jefty has given us, from the Throne, all the Information 
that is proper or neceffary, and all the Information that 
can, I think, be defired by any Man who withes well to 
his Country : He told us at the Beginning of laft Seflion 
of Parliament, that he was no Way engaged in the pre- 
fent War, nor had any Part, except by his good Ojfices, 
in thofe Tranfaftions, which had been declared to be the 
Caufes and Motives of it; but that he could not fit 
régardlefs of the Events of this War, nor could he be 
unconcerned for the future Confequences of it ; and I 
am fure no Man, who has a Regard to the Welfare of 
this Nation, or to the Security of his Majefty’s Perfon 
and Government, can defire he fhould: At the Begin- 
ning of this Seflion, his Majefty told us, that he is not 
yet any further engaged, than by employing his good 
Offices, in Conjunftion with the Dutch, for reftoring the 
Peace of Europe ; but that his good Offices have not as 
yet had the defired Effe&t : We are therefore in the pre- 
fent Queftion to fuppofe, that this Nation is not as yet 
any Way engaged in the War; but as his Majefty has 
told us the bad Confequences that may arife and affeé&t 
us, by the War’s being carry’d on, are obvious, and 
they ought certainly to be provided againft, let the 
Charge be what it will. Whete Faéts are notorioufly 
known to the whole World, where Confequences are ob- 
vious to every Man of common Capacity, furely Gen- 
tlemen do not expe&t that his Majefty, either in his 
Speech, or by particular Meffage, fhould give this Houfe 
a long and particular Detail of fuch Faéts, or of fuch 
Confequences ; the bare Mention of them is enough, 
and that his Majefty has fufficiently done, both at the 
Beginning of the laft, and at the Beginning of the pre- 
fent Seffion of Parliament. 

The Ballance of Power in Europe, may, p@rhaps, not 
be as yet in Danger; nay, we are to fuppofe it is not 
in Danger ; for if it were, his Majefty would certainly 
have acquainted his Parliament with it, and we fhould 
have been now providing for a vigorous. War, inftead of 
providing only for our Security and Defence. Both 
Parties, as yet, profefs their fincere Difpofition to put 
an End to the prefent Troubles, upon honourable and 
folid Terms, and thefe Profeffions may at prefent be 
truly fincere ; but the Events of War may make them 
alter their Profeffions, or may render their Profeffions , 
imfincere ; and thefe Events may be fo fudden and fo 
2 extraordinary, 
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extraordinary, that without our joining immediately in 
the War, one of the Parties engaged may be utterly un- 
done: Two or three fignal and entire Victories might, 
in a few Months, have fuch Confequences, as mighr put 
it out of our Power to relieve the Party conquer’d, or 
to ftem the Torrent of Succefs on the Side of the Con- 
queror ; and I am fure it cannot be pretended, that in a 
few Months we could raife and difcipline fuch Armies, 
and fit out fuch Fleets as would be niceflary, both for 
the Defence of our own Dominions, and for affifting ef- 
fe€&tually the Party in Danger of being quite undone: 
Armies, ’tis true, may be foon raifed ; but according to 
the exa& Difcipline now obferved, it requires many 
Months before thofe Armies can be made fit for Service, 
or proper to engage againft an Army of veteran well- 
difciplin’d Troops ; and I fhall likewife grant, that our 
Ships of War may be mann’d with one Third Land-Men 
or Marines; but even thefe Land-Men or Marines mutt 
be fome Time on Board, before they can either know or 
perform their Duty in the fighting of a Ship; for, I 
believe a Man of War, with a third Part of her Men 
juft taken from the Plough, would make but a pour Fi- 
oe againft a Ship of equal Force, provided with able 

ilors, and well difciplin’d Marines: For this Reafon, 
when the Affairs of Europe are brought to fuch a Crifis, 
that an unlucky Accident may render it abfolutely ne- 
ceffary for us to engage immediately, and without De- 
Jay, in the War, I muft think it is incumbent upon us 
to provide in Time, in Order to havea fufficient Num- 
ber of well-difciplined Men, both for Sea and Land Ser- 
vice, fo ready and fo much at Command, as to enable 
us to perform immediately that Part, which a fudden 
emergency may make requifite, both for our own Safety 
and the Safety of Europe ; and this cannot be done but 
by Augmentations timely made, both to our Fleets and 
Armies. 

As the Prefervation of the Ballance of Power is of fo 
much Confequence to this Nation, and fo intimately 
conne&ted with our Safety, it is very certain, that what- 
ever Power in Europe may projeét the overturning of 
that Ballance, that Power muft expect to have Great Bri- 
zain for her Enemy, as foon as her Projet comes to be 
difcover’d ; we may therefore be affured, that when any 
one of the Powers of Europe begins to entertain fuch an 
ambitious View, they wil} of Courfe endeavour to make 
@ Diverfion, by invading this Tfand, and this they witk 
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the more readily attempt, becaufe we have always a 
ftrong Party among us, who are ready to fecond any. fo- 
reign Attempts, for the Accomplifhment of their own 
felfithh Views, efpecially if at any Time they find us nat 
properly provided for our own Defence. Becaufe one of 
our neighbouring Powers is engaged in War with ano- 
ther, we are not from thence to conclude, that neither 
of them will make any Attempts upon this Ifland ; for 
if either of the Parties engaged in War, has really a 
Defign to overturn the Ballance of Power, they will 
certainly conceal that Defign, and endeavour to cover it 
with Profeffions of Juftice and Moderation as long as 
they can; but when they find they can conceal it no 
Jonger, when they find we begin to fmoke what they 
aim at, can we believe that they will wait ’till we at- 
tack them, or join with their Enemies againft them? 
On the contrary, ought we not to expeést that they will 
endeavour to divert us, by giving us fome Bufinefs at 
Home ; and how do we or can we know but this may 
be the Cafe at prefent ? Ought not we therefore to pro- 
vide againft fuch Attempts in Time, that we may be at 
Liberty to do our Duty, when we find the Ballance of 
Power is really the Thing ftruck at ? ; 
Gentlemen cannot, it feems, diflinguith, or at leaft, ¥ 
find they will not, diflinguifh between Events which 
might have happen’d, and Events which, by proper 
Precautions, were, perhaps, prevented and kept from 
happening: If by not .providing in Time for our De- 
fence, fome fignal Misfortune fhould happen to the Na- 
tion, fuch Men would then have a juft Reafon for find, 
ing Fault with thofe employ’d in the Adminiftration ; 
and if any fuch Thing had lately happen’d, I do not 
doubt but that it would have been propagated with great 
Induftry, that our Surprize had been entirely owing to 
the two blundering Brothers; but when all fuch Acci- 
dents are prevented by the prudent Meafures that have 
been purfued, and by making feafonable and proper Pro- 
vifions for our Defence, then it is pretended we never 
were in any Danger, and from thence they take Occafion 
to find Fault with the Expences that have been wifely 
and neceffarily incurr’d, by the making of fuch feafona- 
ble and proper Provifions ; and thus, Sir, fome Gentle- 
men will always find plaufible Pretences for decrying 
thofe Meafures that have been purfued, let them be 
what they will. However, I fhall always think they 
a&t the beft and the wifeft Part, who choofe to “—- us 
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Time and Leifure to roaft them in this Houfe, for their 
expenfive and extravagant Meafures, rather than to have 
our Attention diverted from them by a Civil War kindled 
up, or a foreign Army attually landed in the Ifand ; 
and when a War was broke out, in which this Nation 
might very probably be involved; when our Neigh- 
bours, and thofe Neighbours too from whom we have 
moft to fear, were leading out great Armies, and fitting 
out powerful Squadrons, I muft think that it was at leatt 
prudent in us to make thofe Provifions for our Security 
which were made laft Year ; and as we are in the greater 
Danger of being involv’d, the longer the War continues, 
I cannot be againft the fmall Augmentation now pro- 
pofed. 

To pretend to tell us, what France and Spain intended 
to have done Jaft Year, or to pretend to tell us what 
they intend to do this next Year with the Ships of War 
they have continu’d in Commiflion, is, I think, fome- 
thing extraordinary. We may, perhaps, guefs at fome 
of their Defigns, but I fhall always think it very im- 
prudent, to leave the Peace and Quiet of this Nation to 
depend upon fuch Guefs-work, efpecially when we con- 
fider, that they have no Occafion to fit out any great 
Fleet againft any Power of Eurofe but ourfelves ; and 
therefore it is not to be prefumed, that they would put 
themfelves to fuch a great Expence, unlefs they were 
fufpicious that the Meafures they have refolved to pur- 
fue, may probably make this Nation engage againft them ; 
and in fuch a Cafe, I think it is natural to believe, they 
would take the firft Opportunity to invade or diflurb us: 
They have fuch an abfolute Command over all the Sea- 
men of their Country, they have always fuch Numbers 
of regular Troops on their Coafts, or within a few Days 
March of their Seaports, that when they have their 
Ships ready equipt and fit for failing, it would be eafy 
for them to clap Seamen and Land Forces on Board, and 
they might arrive on the Coafts of this Kingdom, be- 
fore it would be poflible for us to man and fit out a Fleet 
fufficient to.engage them, if we had not made fome ex- 
traordinary Provifion before-hand : Thisevery Man muft 
be convinced of, who knows the Difficulty we had to 
procure Seamen for the Squadron we fitted out laff Sum- 
mer, notwithftanding the jong Time we had to look for 
them, and the Method of Prefling, which we were then 
obliged to make Ufe of. Nor does it fignify to tell us, 
that at this Rate we fall always be obliged to fir cus 
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Squadrons, and put ourfelves to a great Expence, when- 
ever any of our Neighbours begin to fit out one ; for I 
take it to be a right Maxim, I really think we ought te 
prepare and fit out a Squadron, whenever we fee any 
of our Neighbours doing fo, unlefs we very well know 
the Purpofes their Squadron is defigned for ; the Expence 
beftowed on fitting out a Squadron, may be an Expence 
to the Publick, but it is little or no Lofs to the Nation ; 
the whole is expended among our own People, and it 
not only improves our Seamen, by making them ac- 
quainted with the Service on Board a Man of War, but 
it increafes their Number ; for every Fleet we fit out, 
encourages a Number of Landmen to engage in the Sea- 
Service ; whereas, if by negle&ting to do fo, the Nation 
fhould be invaded, and a Civil War kindled up, the Na- 
tion would in that Cafe fuffer a real Lots, a Lofs which 
might far furmount the Expence the Publick could be 
put to by fitting out twenty Squadrons; fo that the Na- 
tion may fuffer by neglesting this Maxim, but it can 
never fuffer by obferving it. 

I thall readily grant, that this Nation would be more 
formidable, if we ow’d no publick Debts, and had the 
fame Ficet and the fame regular Army we have at pre- 
fent ; but if we had no Squadron ready to put to Sea, 
nor any regular Troops ready to take the Field, I cannot 
admit that we would then be fo formidable as we are at 
prefent, even though we did not owe a Shilling in the 
World. We all know, that what now makes a Nation 
formidable, is not the Number nor the Riches of its In- 
habitants, but the Number of Ships of War provided 
with able Seamen, and the Number of regular well 
difciplin’d Troops they have at Command ; and whatever 
Gentlemen may think of the Acceptation of his Majefty’s 
good Offices, Iam perfuaded they would not have been 
fo readily accepted, if the Parties had not feen us prepa- 
ring to do them bad Offices, in Cafe they had refufed to 
acdept of our good. 

_ The accepting of our good Offices, will at leaft furnifh 
us with an Opportunity of making ourfelves better ac- 
quainted with the Views of all the Parties concern’d, 
and there is no condition annexed by either Party, but 
what was and mult have been underftood when we made 
the Offer ; for furely, when we offered the Interpofition 
of our good Offices, we were not to fuppofe, that the 
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pofe, that the Allies would or could accept of our good 
Offices, unlefs we continued neutral 5; and while we do 
fo, our Preparations can give no Encouragement to either 
Side to infift upon unreafonable Terms, nor can they 
give the leaft Jealoufy to either Side, unlefs one or t’other 
have Views, which they know to be inconfiflent with 
the Prefervation of the Ballance of Power in Europe. 

I find, Sir, fome Gentlemen have got intoa very odd 
Way of talking, when they have Occafion to mention the 
publick Expence ; for if it in the leaft exceeds a Million, 
it is to be called two ; if it exceeds two, it is to be 
called three 3; and becaufe it may probably this Year a 
little exceed three Millions, therefore it is to be called 
four ; fo that a Million with thefe Gentlemen, feems to 
be of very little Confideration ; yet, when we talk of 
Englifh Money, I cannot but think, that a Million, or 
near a Million, is a Sum not to be defpifed, and one in 
four is certainly a very material Difference. What the 
publick Expence was, during the War in King William's 
Reign, or what the Number of Seamen was, that was 
kept up during the late War, I fhall not now enquire ; 
I believe both were as the honourable Gentleman has 
been pleafed to reprefent ; but [ think neither material 
at prefent ; for we are not to proportion our yearly Ex- 
pence, or our Number of Seamen, by paft Times, but 
by prefent Neceflities: When our Neighbours increafe 
their publick Expence, or their Number either of Sea- 
men or Land Soldiers, we muft increafe ours, otherwiie 
we may happen to fall a Sacrifice to our Frugallity ; 
and as both France and Spain, but efpecially the latter, 
have very much increafed their Naval Force fince laft 
War, if we thould be obliged to engage againft thofe two 
Powers, which I hope will not be the Cafe, it is certain 
we would be obliged to maintain a greater Number of 
Seamen than we had at any Time during the late War, 
and the fooner we begin to provide, the lefs Harm will 
we do our Merchants, the lefs Stagnation will we make 
in our Trade. 

This naturally leads me to take Notice.of the Damage 
done to our Trade, by the fitting out of a Squadron laft 
Summer. I fhall allow, that our Merchants thereby 
fuffer’d fome Inconvenience, and were put to a greater 
Charge than ufual, for the Freight of Ships and Wages 
of Seamen ; but when the whole is in Danger, the pri- 
vate Interefl of particular Perfons muft yield to it; and 
the Stop that was put to our Trade laft Summer, is, in 
my 
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my Opinion, the ftrongeft Argument that can be thought 
of for the Augmentation now propofed, and for our lay- 
ing it down as a Maxim, always to begin early to fit out 
Squadrons, as foon as the Danger of War begins to ap- 
pear; for if we fhould never think of any Augmentation 
of Seamen till we come upon the very Brink of a War, 
we muft take or prefs thirty or perhaps 4o,coo Seamen 
all at once in the Service of the Publick 5 and if the rai- 
fing of twelve or 15,000 Seamen Jaft Summer put fuch a 
Damp upon our Trade, furely the raifing of thirty or 
40,000 ai] at once would put an entire Stop to it; where- 
as, if we begin early, and raife our Seamen by Degrees, 
frefh Men, encouraged by the high Wages, will be daily 
entering into the Merchants Service, thofe that enter 
this Year will be good Seamen againft next, and thus every 
Year will afford a new Fleece for the Navy, fo that in a 
little Time we may have our Navy fully provided, even 
for the mott heavy War, without putting at any Time 
any great Stop to our Trade. 

As for the Dutch, Sir, I do not think it neceflary to 
enter into a Difquifition about what they have done, 
what they ought to do, or what Number of Land Forces 
may be neceffary for the Safety of their Republick? For 
tho” they are our natural Allies, yet furcly we are not 
in every Thing to be dire&ted altogether by their Con- 
duct: We are a diftinét Nation; tho’ our Interefts be ge-: 
nerally the fame, yet in fome particular Cafes they may 
happen to be different ; and when it fo happens we muft 
certainly follow different Meafures. The Dutch are, tis 
true, a wife People, but for as wife as they are, they 
may perhaps negicé&t or miftake their own Intereft; as 
well as the general Intereft of Europe, and if they do fo, 
muft we neceffarily do the fame? I hope no fuch Thing. 
will be pretended 5 for in fuch a Cafe we would become” 
in fome Manner a Province of Holland, we would be- 
come a meer Cypher in all publick TranfaGtions, and 
would be no way regarded by any of the Powers of Ea- 
vope; for if they could but fecure the Dutch, they might 
always depend upon getting us into the fame Meafure, 
and when the Dutch found we had fuch a thorough De- 
pendance upon them, for as good Allies as they are, they” 
might perhaps, now and then, make Ufe of it in a Way’ 
which would no Way contribute cither to our Intereft or 
Honour. 

Permit me now, Sir, to take fome Notice of the Re- 
Ale&tions that have been thrown out upon our late Nego- 
tiations 
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tiations and Treaties. As for the Treaties of Hanover 
and Seville, we had cettainly very good Reafons to enter 
Gnto them at the Time they were negotiated and conclu- 
ded; and as they were both approved by both Houfes of 
Parliament, I think I have no Call to fay any Thing in 
Favour of either; for the Approbation of a Briti/h Par~ 
Viament I take to be a more authentick Proof of their 
Utility, than any Thing that can be faid by a private 
Gentleman in their Commendation, and al! the ObjeGions 
to them have been already fo often anfwered, that *tic 
needlefs to repeat them: But when Gentlemen give ug 
fuch a terrible View of the Confequences that may en- 
fue, in Cafe the prefent Emperor fhould happen to die 
before the Affairs of Germany are fully fettled, I ami fur- 
prifed to hear them find Fault with the late Treaty of 
Vienna, which was concluded for no other End but to pre- 
vent that fatal Cataftrophe: Fatal it certainly would be 
to the Affairs of Europe in general, and therefore I mutt 
think we had the ftrongeft Inducement to enter into the 
Guaranty of the Pragiiatick San&tion, in the moft unli- 
mited Manner; as being the only Expedient by which 
that fatal Gataftrophe may be prevented. What Reafons 
the Dutch might have for their Backwardnefs or Caution 
about entering into that Treaty, Ido not know; but if 
I were to judge of their Wifdom from their Behaviour 
in that Refpe&t, I cannot fay I fhould have the beft Opi- 
nion of it: Lt re 

. With regard to the Attack made upon the Emperor in 
Italy, by the Spaniards and the King of Sardinia, it i¢ 
certain, that this Nation has neither given them any En- 
couragemeént hor any Provocation to do fo; and whether 
the Imperial Court has given them any jut Provocation, 
is an Affair which the Mediators muft of Courfe enquire 
into, when they come to offer a Plan fdr a Pacification, 
As to the Affair of Poland, where the Hon. Gentlenian 
had his Information, with refpet to what he has been 
pleafed to relate to us about that Affair, F fhall not pre- 
tend to guefs; but I muft believe, that his Majetty 
knows nothing about any fuch Anfwer’s having ever 
been given to the French, or about any fuch Inftrutions 
having been fent to his Minifter in Poland: This I mutt 
believe from what his Majefty told us in his Speech, ar 
the opening of laft Seffion of Parliament; and if there 
ever was any fuch Thing, I am very fure that I am not 
to anfwer for all the Meafures that have been lately pur- 
fued, for that is one E know nothing about, 
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To conclude, Sir, the Nation has already been put to 
a great Expence, and muff be yet put to a farther Ex- 
pence on Account of the prefent War; perhaps too fome 
private Men may have been expofed to fome Inconve- 
niencies, by the Preparations we have already made 3 
but thefe Expences and thefe Ineonveniencies ought to be 
born with Patience, when we confider the Difference be=« 
tween our Situation and that of our Neighbours : I be- 
lieve I may juftly compute, that by the bloody and ob- 
flinate Battles, Sieges and Skirmifhes, which have ale 
ready happened fince this War firft broke out, each of the 
Parties engaged has loft at leaft 50,000 Men; fo that 
while the Trade of our Neighbours is interrupted, 
while a Stop has been put to all Sorts of Manufaéturers 
and Improvements among them, while their Lands are 
Jaid wafte, and fuch Multitudes of their Men deftroyed, 
we have carried on our Trade with Security, our Manu- 
futures have been improved, and extraordinary Quan< 
tities of our Corn exported; no Briti/h Farmer has been 
difturbed, not an Acre of Briti/h Land laid wafte, nor 2 
Drop of Britifh Blood Spilt: Therefore, while we enjoy 
- fo much Safety and Quiet, I cannot think any Man has 
Reafon to complain of the Charge the Nation has been 
put to, or of the few Inconveniencies he has fuffered, for 
the Prefervation of that Safety and Quiet which he has 
enjoyed ; and as I am fully fatisfied, that what is now 
propofed is abfolutely neceffary, for fecuring our future 
Enjoyment of the fame Safety and Quiet, I fhall moft 
heartily give my Confent, 





. According to the Method of proceeding in the Houfe, 
when two different Numbers, or two different Sums are 
propofed to be granted by Parliament, the Queflion is al~ 
was firft put for the fmalleft Number or Sum, and there- 
fore in this.Cafe the Queftion was firft put for 20,000 Sea- 
men, which, upon a Divifion, was carried in the Negative, 
256 to 183.

flution was agreed to, the Houfe came to a fecond Refo- 
Jution, as ufual, That 4/. per Man, per Month, — 
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be allow’d for maintaining the faid 30,000 Seamen, for 
thirteen Months, including the Ordnance for Sea-Service, 

On Thurfday the 13th Day of February, a Motion was 
made in the Houfe of Commons, That an humble Ad- 
drefs fhould be prefented to his Majefty, that he would 
be gracioufly pleafed to give Directions to the proper 
Officer or Officers, to Jay before that Houfe an Account 
of the Expences incurred, in Confequence and by Virtue 
of the Vote of Credit and Confidence, which was paffed 
in that Houfe towards the End of Jaft Seflion of Parlia- 
ment. 

To this Motion it was obje&ted, That the Houfe had 
then before them what was propofed to be defired by the 
Addrefs moved for; for in one Account they had the 
whole of the Expences that had been incurred by any 
Addition made to the Sea-Service, in Confequence of 
that Vote of Credit ; in another they had an Account of 
the whole Expences that had been incurred by any Ad- 
dition made to the Land-Service; and ina third they 
had an Account of what had been incurred on Occafion of 
the Treaty lately concluded with Denmark: Befides all 
which, they had anAccount of what Moneys had been if- 
fued from the Treafury for all or either of thefe Services, 
in purfadnce of a Claufe in an A&t of Parliament, pafs’d 
laft Sefon, for enabling his Majefty to apply any Part of 
the Money granted for the Service of laft Year, towards 
the Expence of making fuch Augmentations of his 
Forces by Sea or Land, or of concerting fuch other Mea- 
fures as he fhould judge neceffary for the Safety of this 
Nation. That from thefe Accounts any Man might eafily 
fee what Expences had been incurred in Confequence of 
that Vote of Credit; for that asto the Sea-Service, what- 
ever appeared from that Account to have been incurred, 
over and above what was granted by laft Parliament, for 
maintaining the 20,000 Seanien then voted for laft Year's 
Service, muft appear to be an additional Expence, incur- 
red in Confequence of that Vote of Credit; as to the. 
Land-Service, whatever appear’d from the Account then 
before them relating to that Service, to have been incur- 
red over and above what was granted by laft Parliament, 
for maintaining the 17,704 Land-Forces then voted to be 
kept up in Great Britain, Guernfey and Fer/ey, for lait 
Vear, muft be an additional Expence incurred, in Con- 
fequence of that Vote of Credit: And as to what had 
been incurred on Octafion of the late Treaty with Den- 
mark, it wes certaih, the whole was to. be placed to the 
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Account of the Expences incurred, in Confequence of 
that Confidence and Credit, which was fo reafonably and 
fp neceflarily vefted in his Majefty by laftSeffion of Par- 
liament ; fo that they could not poflibly expe&t any fur- 
ther or new Accounts by the Addrefs propofed ; and the 
prefenting of fuch an Addrefs would, in their Opinion, 
fhew a Want of Refpeét to his Majefty, and a Sort of Jea- 
jJoufy and Diffidence in what he had already order’d to be 
Jaid before them. 

Upon this Objestion being made, it was propofed to 
add thefe Words, viz. over and above thofe of which Ac- 
counts had already been laid before that Houfe, by Way of 
Amendment to the Motion. : 

But this did not fatisfy the Gentlemen who were againft 
the Motion, and therefore it was objeSted further, That 
jt was not tobe fuppofed that any other Expences had 
been incurred than thofe contained in the Accounts then 
before them , That they could affure Gentlemen that no 
Moneys had been iffued from the Treafury by Virtue of: 
the Claufe they had mentioned, but what were flated in 
ghe Account already laid before the Houfe; nor had any 
Expences been incurred but what were Contained in the 
three Accounts relating to the Sea-Service, the Land- 
Service, and the late Treaty with Denmark: That the 
prefenting of fuch an Addrefs was really in fome Man- 
ner provoking the Crown to make further Demands 
wpon them; and that if what was then propofed fhould 
come to be a Precedent, it would become neceffary for the 
Crown to add a Certificate to every Account to be given 
in hereafter to Parliament, certifying, that the/e are all 
the Expences that have been incurred, or fome fuch Words 
to that Purpofe, which they thought would look a little 
abfurd; That therefore they could not agree to the A- 
mendment, but when it was difagreed to (as they hoped 
jt would) they would propofe that the following Words 
fhould be added, by Way of Amendment to the Motion, 
yo wit, votwithftanding that full Accounts of all Expences 
that had been incurred had been already laid before that. 
Houfe: This, they faid, was the moft natural Amend- 
goent that could be made to the Motion, becaufe by the 
Addition of thefe Words it would appear in its proper 
and true Light, and in that Light they were perfuaded 
the Houfe would not agree to it. 

To this i¢ was anfwered, That they could not but 
think the Motion, as it flood at firft, was avery proper 
@fotion, becaufe it would be much better and more _

ftin&t, to have all thefe Expences fairly and fully flated 
in one Account, than to have them difperfed in feveral 
Accounts, and confounded with a great many other Ar- 
ticles ; and this Method of ftating thofe Expences would 
be attended with this Advantage, that it would thew to 
Gentlemen, how fparing his Majefty had been in making 
Ufe of that unlimited Credit given him by laf Seflion, 
which would be a great Inducement to that Houfe to re- 
new that Credit, whenever his Majefty fhould pleafe to 
demand it: This they thought they had Reafon to hope, 
the Hon. Gentlemen would not have obftruéted; becaufe 
it might perhaps be of great Advantage to them upon 
fome future Occafion; but as thofe Gentlemen did not 
feem to like that Way of ftating the Account, therefore 
they were willing to make the Amendment propofed to 
their Motion, in Order to prevent a Negative's being put 
upon a Queftion of fuch Moment. 

That they hoped no Expences had been incurred, in 
Confequence of that Vote of Confidence and Credit, but 
what appear’d upon the feveral Accounts then before 
them ; but it would be a great Satisfaction to the Houfe, 
to have a direst Anfwer upon that Subjest from the 
Crown ; for tho’ they were perfuaded that the Gentlemen 
who had taken upon them to affure the Houfe, that no 
Expences had been incurred, or Moneys iffued but what 
were contained in thefe Accounts, really believed it to 
be as they had declared; yet in fuch Cafes that Houfe 
was not to take an Anfwer from any Member; were he 
the greatefl Man in the Houfe, or the greateft Subje& in 
the Nation, his Word or his Declaration was no purlia- 
mentary-Satisfaétion, nor could it be taken as fuch. 

That with refpe& to the Certificate mentioned, it was, 
in the prefent Cafe, fo far from being abfurd, that it wes 
abfolutely neceffary: When certain Sums were granted 
by Parliament, and thofe Sums appropriated by Parlia- 
ment to certain Ufes, fuch a Certificate would, “twas 
true, be quite unneceffary, it would be ridiculous to in- 
fift upon any fuch; but when an unlimited Credit has 
been granted by Parliament, and that Credit unlimited 
likewife as to the Ufes it was to be applied to, it was 
abfolutely neceffary to have a Certificate in the Manner 
mentioned by the hon. Gentlemen, certifying that fuch 
Sums, and no more had been taken up upon that Vote ot 
Credit; and that the Sums fo taken up had been applied 
to-fuch Ufes, and none other 5 for without fuch a Certi- 
ficate it would be impofible for that Houfe to know how

| they had formerly given; therefore it was incumbent 
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upon them, as Members of that Houfe, to demand fuch 

a Certificate, they were bound in Honour, and in Duty 

to their Conftituents, to infift upon having fuch a Certi- 
q , ficate, and fuch a Certificate could‘not be had any other 
if Way than by prefenting the Addrefs propofed. 

That as to the Amendment intended to be added by the 
worthy Gentleman, in Order to make their Queftion ap- 
pear ridiculous upon the Journals of that Houfe, it did not 
at all deter them from infiiting upon their Queftion, nor 
from infifting upon the Amendment they had propofed : 
That they had no Caufe to fufpeét, that That Houfe 
would agree to the Amendment intended by the worthy 
Gentleman: But if they had, it would give them no 
Pain; for whatever that Houfe might do, the World 
without Doors would judge rightly, and would fix the 
Ridicule where it properly belonged: But they would,

That this was the Queftion 
firft moved ; but the Friends of that great Man, in Order

been for fome Time debated, it was thought it might be 
put off by Adjournment, without any unanimous Con- 
fent: Whereupon the Queftion was put for adjourning, 
which was carried in the Affirmative without a Divifion.
